XPLOSION at 12:18 EST 

(17:18 UT), on Friday the 

26th February, 1993 at the 
World Trade Center in Lower Man- 
hattan: 40N41 74W01. 

The blast, apparently caused by a 
car bomb in an underground garage, 
shook New York's largest building 
complex with the force of a small 
earthquake. Walls and floors col- 
lapsed, fires were ignited and the 
garage and the 110-story twin towers 
above were plunged into a maelstrom 
of smoke, darkness and fearful chaos. 
There were five deaths and more than 
a thousand injuries as some 50,000 
people groped their way down 
smoked-filled stairwells. Hundreds 
were trapped in debris or in eleva- 
tors. The nightmarish evacuation of 
took all day and half the night. The 
event chart is shown at Figure 1. The 
bombers are alleged to be Muslim 
fundamentalists.

The impact of the explosion on the 
city's economy and its shaken psyche 
has been dramatic. The sprawling 7- 
building trade center -- with its hun- 
dreds of firms, its 55,000 workers 
and tens of thousands of daily visitors 
-- was closed indefinitely for repairs 
and extensive security and safety 
changes. 


HIS was without a doubt Pluto's 

doing. He had become station- 
ary, turning retrograde, the same 
day. Pluto apparently stopped in his 
orbit just 3' of arc from the opposi- 
tion to the Sun in the mythical 1626 
chart associated with Peter Minuit's 
purchase of Manhattan island from 
the local Indians (the Manhattan, a 
tribe of the Wappinger Confederacy) 
with trinkets and cloth valued at 60 
guilders, then worth about 1'4 Ibs of 
silver. 

The data for this 1626 event comes 
from Chester Kemp. 

Besides the deadly opposition from 
stationary Pluto to the Sun, the event 
Mars is near its 1626 position, Saturn 
opposes the 1626 Uranus, and mid- 
points involving Mars, both natal and 
event, are being triggered. 

The following close aspects exist 
between the event and 1626 charts:

Precession is ignored. 

No such tight transit aspects are 
seen when the event chart is com- 
pared with the 1898 horoscope of the 
incorporation of the five boroughs 
into New York City (05:00 UT, Ist 
January 1898; 40N43 74WOl. 
Source: Carolyn Dodson's Horo- 
scopes of the U.S. States & Cities. 
Secondary Moon is then on natal Ju- 
piter-Ascendant, and converse Venus 
squares natal Uranus, neither of 
which seems appropriate. 


HAT THE 1626 chart is mean- 

ingful for trading in New York 
City (the commodity and mercantile 
exchanges are within the World 
Trade Center complex) may be con- 
firmed by the map for the New York 
Stock Exchange, which opened on 
17th May 1792 (14:46 UT), the day 
following the 170th anniversary of 
Minuit's purchase (see Figure 3).

The 1792 chart is close to being 
both a solar and a Jupiter return, Ju- 
piter is in the 23rd degree of Libra in 
both 1626 and 1792 charts. For ad- 
ded confirmation, the 1792 Moon is 
conjunct the 1626 MC, and Pluto 
conjuncts the 1626 Uranus. 

Curiously, the day of the World 
Trade Center explosion was 366.78 
years after Peter Minuit made his 
unique purchase. Perhaps a reader 
can tell us what, if anything, oc- 
curred around May 1991, that can be 
associated with the secondary Sun's 
return to its 1626 position. 


ERRORISM has struck New 

York's financial district before. 
The effect then was even more tragic. 
This was the Wall Street bomb of 
16th September 1920, also just after 
noon, at 12:01 P.M. Thirty people 
were killed and over two hundred 
injured. 

The 1920 bomb went off above 
ground, at the corner of Wall and 
Broad Streets. The blast shattered 
the windows of the New York Stock

Exchange, causing extensive damage 
inside the building. 

Figure 4 is the 1920 chart. Saturn 
and Jupiter straddle the MC, with 


Jupiter opposing Uranus and square 
rising Mars. 
1920 1626 orb

PL/ASC Mercury 4' 
Pluto SO/UR 5'

The charts for the two explosions 
are obviously related to each other 
and to the 1626 map. The Midheav- 
ens for the two explosions oppose 
each other, 10° Pisces/Virgo, close 
to the position of 1626 Saturn. Mars 
rises in both bombing charts. The 
sensitive 9th degree of Cancer, the 
Mars position in both 1626 and 1993 
was occupied by Pluto in the 1920 
chart. 


NOTHER financial center was 

bombed two weeks later. This 
was the Bombay Stock Exchange at 
1:25 PM INT (07:55 UT) on 12th 
March 1993; 18N58 72E50 (source 
New York Times). The lower floors 
of the 29-story exchange were de- 
stroyed and some 50 people were 
killed, many of them traders and 
brokers. Within an hour the city was 
rocked by another thirteen explosions 
in various locations in the city. In all 
more than 200 people were killed and 
hundreds were wounded. The chart is 
shown at Figure 5. 

This is a particularly violent chart. 
The Uranus-Neptune conjunction in 
the VII" is part of a cardinal grand 
cross. However, it is the third square 
in the chart that defines Bombay as 
the location for the violence: Ascend- 
ant (9° Cancer yet again) is at the 
midpoint of the Saturn-Pluto square. 
Mars is rising yet again, here squar- 
ing Jupiter, and Venus squares Nep- 
tune. The Sun is sextile Uranus. And 
the Moon is with Pluto in the V", 
trine Mercury.

The Uranus-Neptune Conjunction 
in the Affairs of Nations 
1993

N THE PAGES which follow 
L I will outline in skeletal form 
one method by which an as- 
trological advisory council could ass- 
ist an organization such as the United 
Nations in anticipating conflicts bet- 
ween nations before these actually 
erupt into crisis. In this demonstra- 
tion we will be concerned with only 
one eliciting factor, the geocentric 
conjunction of Uranus and Neptune. 
This event will be in exact focus at 
three points in the course of 1993: in 
February, in August and in October 
(see Fig. 1); however its influence is 
expected to extend for years beyond 
in a progressively attenuated form. 
Because the conjunction of Uranus 
and Neptune is a rare occurrence, 
having a period of 170 years, astrol- 
ogers assume that its influence corre- 
sponds with techno-historical epochs 
of great length. Opinion, however, 
currently splits along hard and soft 
lines concerning the particular kinds 
of events that are keyed to it. Thus, 
according to the hard approach, the 
conjunction of these two planets, es- 
pecially because it takes place in the 
sign of Capricorn (which signifies ri- 
gidity, responsibility and du- 
rability) could well signify 
crustal shifts and the whole- 
sale collapse of administrative 
structures. On the other hand, 
foreseeing subtler manifesta- 
tions, the soft approach pro- 


jects a period of muddle and indeci- 
siveness while fresh innovative strat- 
egies filter their way down from on 
high. 

The fact that divergent scenarios 
are conceived for this particular con- 
junction may stem from the very en- 
ergies involved. As archetypes, Ura- 
nus and Neptune are not very com- 
patible on any level save the mysti- 
cal, where all polarities are recon- 
ciled in any case. Being perturbed 
and airy, Uranus seeks to instigate 
and stir things up, whereas Neptune, 
being placid and watery, is content to 
reflect the world around us in more 
alluring forms. Thus we find the one 
jabbering while the other murmurs, 
the one frenzied with insight while 
the other drinks alone, the one revo- 
lutionary with eyes to the future, the 
other world-weary in the midst of 
eternity. 

These same oppositions also apply 
in the physical world. Thus, where 
Uranus splits and cracks asunder, 
Neptune instead will insinuate dust or 
deposit sediments of fine clay. Where 
Uranus makes a change a sudden, 
shocking thing, Neptune in the form 

of fog or mist will obscure the 
fact that change has occurred 
at all. Where Uranus governs 
all those pulsatory and alter- 
nating currents which can be 
harnessed for work, Neptune 
to increase the level of entro- 
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py through leakage and dissipation of 
force. 

Against the image of Neptune as an 
entropic tendency there are some 
obvious exceptions, however. Until 
the invention of the drill and the 
pump, petroleum was nothing but a 
filthy black sludge lying unavailable 
for work beneath the surface of the 
earth, the entropic residue of an ear- 
lier geological age; but once refined 
as gasoline, this same Neptunian stuff 
has provided humanity with power 
and mobility beyond anyone's dream. 
Photography too, in the play of silver 
and light, is a Neptunian endeavor. 
Also Neptunian is the phenomenon of 
induction, where the electrical field 
surrounding a charged coil can actu- 
ally generate currents in an adjacent 
coil. 

No matter how much industry may 
rely upon the Neptunian sphere, the 
fact that these energies ordinarily 
undermine honest toil tends to acti- 
vate a Western gender mythos, by 
which all that is whimsical and un- 
trustworthy is consigned to the femi- 
nine pole. First sighted in the Victor- 
ian era, Neptune has in fact come to 
acquire a female persona that was 
stereotypic of the times. She, Nep- 
tune, is thought of as neurasthenic, 
unreliable, ill-equipped for the real 
world, drifting about in a diaphanous 
nightgown, forever forgetting where 
she put the sedatives. 

Uranus by contrast has become 
identified with the ever-curious 
gadgeteer, whom this same mythos 
construes as a male, specifically a 
boyish male with gawky features and 
unkempt hair. Now because she, 
Neptune, spends her time languishing 
in a shrouded, airless chamber leaf- 
ing through romantic novels, while 
he, Uranus, assembles ever more 
complex ham radios with nervous 
intensity in the floodlit garage, there 


is naturally not much opportunity for 
them to consort. Only their therapist 
knows for sure, but perhaps there is 
really no marriage at all. For how 
could a beautiful dreamer like Nep- 
tune ever adjust herself to a restless 
insomniac like Uranus, who punc- 
tuates her deep, oceanic sleep with 
strident bird voices? 

We sometimes hear Western as- 
trologers proposing scenarios of the 
soft variety that envision ways in 
which this mismatched pair could 
patch things up. We are told, for 
example, that it would be quite in 
keeping with this great planetary con- 
iunctio for both the right and left cer- 
ebral hemispheres to concede that 
they constitute but a single brain. 
Once such an agreement is reached, 
then we might just stumble upon a 
means of representing things simulta- 
neously in the analog and digital 
modes. At least there would be no 
more arguing over stepwise versus 
continuous distributions! Or we could 
discover, as if for the first time, that 
science is really a form of poetry, 
and that we can write poems that 
cleanly split the atom. 

Proposing radical steps to preserve 
the marriage, there are even some 
astrologers who believe that the time 
for the centrifuge has come, when 
hardened categories such as science 
and spirituality will be put into solu- 
tion, then vigorously spun. This will 
involve, perhaps, an interlude of 
several years during which the world 
may be experienced as if through a 
liquid kaleidoscope. Then, having 
won through to a wholly new blend 
of the psychic and mental functions, 
we might go on to find a radically 
simple means of returning dissipated 
energy back to its source. In the 
physical sciences this would in effect 
contravene the Second Law of Ther- 
modynamics (where mechanical ener-

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gy is lost irretrievably as heat), by 
offering us a circulating and therefore 
non-depleting supply of power. In the 
medical sciences it would promise 
rejuvenation, providing us at last with 
the elixir of life. 


AD TO SAY, illuminations of 

this kind, by which Uranus and 
Neptune are brought together in a 
higher unity, are apt to be an experi- 
ence reserved mostly for the urban 
elites of the industrialized world. For 
these few the soft version of the Ura- 
nus-Neptune conjunction may well be 
the essence of the times. However, as 
far as the vast majority of the world's 
population is concerned, the scenario 
seems altogether more deterministic 
and grim. For how could such a 
peculiar mix of energies make things 
anything but worse, where infrastruc- 
tures are unreliable even in normal 
times, where consumer goods and 
foodstuffs are already in short sup- 
ply, or where there is enduring ethnic 
enmity and armed maneuvering for 
power. In such situations sudden 
breakdowns, power failures, toxic 
spills, flash flooding, production bot- 
tlenecks, bureaucratic bungling, 
homelessness and the life of a refugee 
will more likely be the order of the 
day. 

In this kind of situation, even if the 
mind is subtilely exalted, how would 
one find time to reflect on the higher 
realms, while all things solid corrode 
and fall apart? Living permanently on 
the charnel ground, with privation a 
daily concern, with one's actual ex- 
istence under threat, who would not 
translate the pulsations of Uranus and 
Neptune into some devious yet utterly 
materialistic scheme for outwitting 
the bastards who dole out the bread? 

Even though the soft scenario is 
preferred by Western elites, the hard 


scenario is something that world or- 
ganizations such as the U.N. should 
know about. Definitely they should 
have some sense of what is to come, 
beyond the kinds of lineal estimates 
which computers can nowadays gen- 
erate. However, astrologers cannot 
be of much use here, so long as they 
remain content to cast dire predic- 
tions in global terms. It doesn't really 
help to say that generally things are 
just going to go from bad to worse. 

Happily we now possess the com- 
putational tools as well as an ade- 
quate data base to be of real service 
here. Thanks to the meticulous work 
of Thomas Shanks and Nicholas 
Campion, among others, we can erect 
accurate mundane horoscopes for the 
first time in history. Along with the 
means of communication which are 
now available, this has given us the 
potential to foresee events that will 
take place anywhere on the globe in 
the years ahead. Now, too, we have 
the ability to do this kind of work 
cooperatively, as an interlinked re- 
search community. Thus, it is not 
hard to imagine an astrological advi- 
sory council eventually emerging, 
whose express purpose is to shape 
policy in relation to the constellating 
future events. 

Obviously such an advisory body 
would be recruited, not only on the 
basis of the astrologers’ insight, but 
also on account of their cosmopolitan- 
ism and political acumen. But all the 
same, after so many centuries in ex- 
ile, excluded from the circles of pow- 
er, it is an open question how astrol- 
ogers of today (and tomorrow) would 
actually relate in an advisory capacity 
with administrators, policy advisors, 
and other representatives of the state. 
Assuming that the situation was clear- 
ly structured, how would the two par- 
ties actually carry on discourse ar- 
ound issues of mutual concern? 


N WHAT follows I will attempt to 

make sense of the Uranus-Neptune 
conjunction using a format that would 
be suitable in a think-tank context. 
Though the jargon itself might seem 
arcane, the logic of the presentation 
would be quite familiar to an advi- 
sory group of this kind. In one sense 
this work is merely a crude simula- 
tion, for such an advisory council 
does not of course yet exist, nor are 
we in a position to propose a more 
sophisticated analysis. In another 
sense, though, the work is real 
enough, for it concerns existing na- 
tions which in all probability will 
undergo joint crises in the coming 
year. One would hope that the results 
tabulated here will be taken seriously, 
so that needless human suffering 
might be prevented. 

From the outset let us 
suppose that the council is 
mandated, not to reflect on 
the internal affairs of na- 
tions, but rather to predict 
where international crises 
will flare up. In terms of 
the Uranus-Neptune con- 
junction this points, not so 
much to conditions of warfare, as to 
natural calamities or massive subver- 
sion by which national boundaries 
become permeable to the flight of 
refugees, to the flow of international 
relief, to the trade in hard drugs, or 
to the unimpeded movement of tech- 
nical personnel and peacekeeping 
brigades. There is likely to be an 
emergency air about the situation, 
signified by Uranus, along with an 
abstracted quality, signified by Nep- 
tune, where normal realities become 
thin as air. Hunger and loss can bring 
about such a state, just as much as if 
one were experiencing a creative 
throes in a blissful sanctuary. 

Without localizing regions of high 
risk, it is impossible, however, to be 
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much more definite about the future 
than that. Thus, as a first step in ful- 
filling its mandate, the advisory 
council would need to draw up a 
roster of all the nations having at 
least one sensitive point (that is, a 
planet, the Moon's nodes or an angle) 
within a tight orb of any of the three 
Uranus-Neptune conjunctions that 
will take place in 1993. In addition, 
because we are concerned primarily 
with highly stressful conditions, only 
the conjunction, square and opposi- 
tion need be considered, which in this 
instance means we are dealing only 
with sensitive points in the so-called 
cardinal signs; that is, Capricorn, 
Aries, Cancer and Libra. But as 
Table 1 shows, even when this orb is 
reduced to 114° (the first conjunction 
taking place at 19°34' Ca- 
pricorn), almost 60 nations 
will be so influenced. 

The second step is then to 
determine how the Uranus- 
Neptune conjunction is like- 
ly to affect each of the na- 
tions concerned. From the 
natal chart one can establish 
which sensitive point or 
points is being transited, and how 
these sensitive points are integrated 
into the rest of the chart. Table 2 
accomplishes this purpose in a cur- 
sory fashion by listing the single 
closest aspect to the sensitive point 
involved. 

The third and fourth steps involve 
geopolitical considerations. First we 
separate the nations concerned into 
regional groupings, as in Table 3. 
Although this is sure to bring some 
natural alignments as well as some 
ancient enmities to light, there re- 
mains much arbitrariness here, in that 
these regional groupings are mostly a 
European invention and do not al- 
ways reflect a common cultural herit- 
age. Egypt, for example, is closely

associated with Saudi Arabia, even 
though the two countries are allocated 
to two different regional groupings. 
Table 4, however, largely corrects 
this problem, by linking together 
those countries which share common 
physical borders, indicating at the 
same time which sensitive point the 
Uranus-Neptune conjunction most 
closely aspects. This ought to be an 
especially sensitive indicator for in- 
ternational relations in the year 
ahead, since, as we have already 
said, the Uranus-Neptune conjunction 
is apt to cause trouble by broaching 
national boundaries, whether by dis- 
rupting the normal circulation of in- 
formation, persons and goods, or by 
superimposing new flows in a time of 
crisis. 

The final step in the analysis invol- 
ves ranking those nations with a 
shared boundary, according to their 
potential for crisis conceived in astro- 
logical terms. Basically we identify 
the major synastric aspects linking 
the several natal charts; and to this 
we add such transiting aspects as are 
generated by the Uranus-Neptune 
conjunction itself. 


HE astrological evaluation of 

potential crises can be usefully 
expressed as a numerical index. Be- 
cause it assigns quantities to what are 
in fact qualities, such an index will 
always include an arbitrary element. 
Its virtue, however, consists in the 
fact that it makes explicit its assump- 
tions, while providing a systematic 
and self-consistent picture of the 
complex forces involved. 

Any such Crisis Index will have to 
take into account, not only the poten- 
tial for conflict between nations, but 
also the degree to which the nations 
in question are actually linked. This 
is an important distinction for crisis 
prediction, since it stands to reason 
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that if several nations are linked to- 
gether either through historical enmi- 
ty or through mutual friendship, they 
are likely to move towards crisis in 
tandem, should conditions warrant. 
On the other hand, it may be that 
even if one nation comes under 
severe stress, the other will feel no 
need to respond. For example, in the 
case of a long-term friendly alliance, 
should a flood occur in one nation, 
the other would naturally mobilize on 
its neighbors’ behalf. Alternatively, 
in a situation of mutual hostility, 
should one nation be weakened by 
some natural calamity, then its adver- 
sary might choose to apply military 
pressure just at that point. However, 
in the case where there is no such 
pre-existing affiliation, if a crisis 
should develop, then it is less likely 
that one nation will either mobilize 
on behalf of its neighbor or otherwise 
seek to take advantage of it. Levels 
of affiliation, then, are an important 
consideration, when it comes to pre- 
dicting the pattern of events on a re- 
gional basis. 

It is not difficult to calculate a 
rough index of affiliation in astrologi- 
cal terms, for basically all we need 
determine is the sum of the synastric 
and transiting aspects which exist 
between all the pairs of nations in- 
volved in the cluster. To avoid undue 
complexity, we will assign one point 
to each aspect and consider only the 
major aspects: the conjunction, sex- 
tile, square, trine, and opposition. 
Also, we will not include the natal 
angles in our count, since these are 
not available in every case. Finally, 
at this stage of the analysis we will 
not consider those synastric aspects 
formed between the three outer plan- 
ets. Because many nations achieved 
independent status in the post-war 
period, all these share roughly the 
same outer planet alignments. To in-

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clude these alignments would only 
skew the tally overall. 

Following these guidelines, we can 
estimate levels of national affiliation 
simply be adding together all the 
major synastric aspects, both hard 
and soft. To these we then add the 
weighted sum of the major transiting 
aspects, again both hard and soft. 
(The weighting factor, here a multi- 
plier of 3, is arbitrarily set in order to 
bring the transiting aspects into prom- 
inence against their everyday back- 
ground, represented by the synastric 
pattern. The assumption is that an 
important outer-planet transit, such as 
the Uranus-Neptune conjunction, 
would receive a greater weighting 
than a more fleeting one, such as a 
Mars-Saturn square.) Lastly, one 
then divides the resulting sum by the 
number of paired nations involved in 
the cluster; viz.

Having established an Jndex of Af- 
filiation as in Table 5, the next major 
step is to determine the level of con- 
flict that exists between the nations 
involved in the cluster. This Conflict 
Index is derived, as before, by count- 
ing up the synastric aspects between 
the nations of the cluster, and distin- 
guishing those that are hard from 
those that are soft. But now, instead 
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of adding these aspects together, we 
subtract the soft aspects (the sextile, 
trine and certain conjunctions) from 
the hard aspects (square, opposition 
and certain conjunctions), expressing 
the result if necessary as a negative 
number. 

Using the same guidelines as 
above, we next count up the number 
of transits which the Uranus-Neptune 
conjunction will make to each of the 
nations in the cluster through 1993. 
Again, we distinguish between hard 
and soft aspects, and take into ac- 
count only the conjunction, sextile, 
square, trine and opposition. Howev- 
er, in this case, we do include aspects 
from these two outer planets to the 
outer planets in the national charts, 
since these are likely to influence the 
immediate situation profoundly. As 
with the synastric aspects, we then 
subtract the soft transiting aspects 
from the hard ones. Once again 
weighting the transiting aspects by a 
factor of three, we next add the hard 
remainder of synastric and transiting 
aspects together. Lastly, we divide 
this sum by the number of paired na- 
tions in the cluster. As with the /ndex 
of Affiliation, this must be done in 
order that the resulting Conflict Index 
(see Table 6) does not become mere- 
ly an expression of the sheer size of 
the cluster. The calculation for con- 
flict can be represented as follows:

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tiguous nations which are directly in- 
fluenced by the Uranus-Neptune con- 
junction during 1993. One final step 
in deriving the Index of Conflict is to 
add the two indices of affiliation and 
conflict together. The resulting sums, 
of which there are eighteen, can be 
arranged in rank-order, as in Table 
7, where the most crisis-prone clus- 
ter, South Africa/Mozambique, is 
placed topmost with an index of 51.0, 
while the least crisis-prone, Yugosla- 
via/Romania, with an index of 11.0, 
is placed at the bottom. 

Now all that remains is to assign 
certain arbitrary thresholds to the 
eighteen ranked clusters, so that those 
which are at very high risk may be 
distinguished from those which are 
not. In this way we flag the sample 
for administrative attention. 


HIS WOULD seem to be about 

as far as an astrological advisory 
council could go without feedback or 
further input. Presumably its crisis- 
ranking of the eighteen national clus- 
ters would then be referred to other 
advisory units, consisting of econo- 
mists, anthropologists, and political 
scientists, who would assess the as- 
trological profile from the perspective 
of their own disciplines. This wider 
committee would want to establish, 
for example, what kinds of economic, 
cultural or ecological contingencies 
could drive South Africa into a 
heightened state of crisis with Mo- 
zambique. In what sector would the 
crisis likely break out, and in the 
present circumstances what can be 
done to forestall it? Likewise, in the 
case of Yugoslavia and Romania, the 
wider committee would no doubt find 
it intriguing that in so strife-torn a 
region two adjacent nations might 
actually spend the coming year in 
peaceful co-existence. Of course they 
would want to determine whether this 
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was in any way a realistic scenario, 
But, if nothing seriously contradicted 
it, the committee might then struggle 
to translate the astrological picture 
into a set of recommendations con- 
cerning future diplomatic initiatives 
and peacekeeping functions that 1993 
could see brought into play. For this 
further stage of deliberation the astro- 
logical group would presumably be 
asked to provide a finer delineation of 
the forces involved, both natally and 
by transit. 

Because the conjunction of Uranus 
and Neptune constitutes a rogue en- 
ergy, it would risk greater mischief 
yet were astrologers to predict with 
final certainty what events it may por- 
tend. It does seem useful, however, 
to suggest that the hard and soft 
scenarios might play themselves out 
along class lines, or in terms of the 
separation between the First and 
Third Worlds. It also seems useful to 
ascertain the conjunction's differen- 
tial impact in international terms, 
even if it cannot be known what ex- 
actly will ensue. But even at this very 
hazy level we have already declared 
ourselves participants in the arena of 
world politics. For according to one 
of its softer versions, when in Capri- 
corn the Uranus-Neptune conjunction 
is supposed to make real our wildest 
imaginings. Hence, by simulating the 
work of an astrological advisory 
committee, we can actually help 
bring this eventuality about. 
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On the Importance of Declinations 


by JOHN WILLNER 


T HAS BEEN observed that today's 

astrological publications do not as a 

rule publish natal and progressed decli- 
nations. This comment applies to all categories 
of astrological writing, i.e., to popular maga- 
zines sold by subscription and at newsstands, to 
professional (or society) bulletins, to books, ar- 
ticles, research papers, and other printed mat- 
ter. Obviously, a major reason is that authors 
usually do not furnish these tables to the pub- 
lishers. In a few cases, however, the publishers 
are so unaccustomed to dealing with declinations, they simply omit them. Par- 
tial omissions extend to some astrological computer programs as well, especial- 
ly those that do not display the progressed declinations of the Midheaven and 
Ascendant. Yet, most of the older books on astrology described the parallels of 
declination and treated them as important considerations in delineations. 

One might ask why contemporary astrologers ignore these aspects? Is it be- 
cause they never learned about their importance, experienced difficulty in their 
interpretation, encountered inconsistencies, or perhaps had a philosophical 
problem with correlation to houses in the longitudinal wheel? The answers are 
not clear. But the minority, who report they use declinations, are strong advo- 
cates. 

Another set of observations is in direct conflict with the above majority sit- 
uation. Statistics gathered on a large group of horoscopes, and validated in 
accordance with the proposed standard published in Considerations Volume 
VIII Number 1, show that many characteristics of individuals and entities can- 
not be explained by other astrological indicators than the declinations. Review- 
ing a sizable collection of progressed planetary angles, some major events cor- 
related with only progressed longitudes, some with combinations of longitudes 
and declinations, and some with declinations alone. Quantifying the most signif- 
icant aspects revealed that approximately 57% were in declination versus 43% 
in longitude. One conclusion is that no wonder primary directions are such a 
controversial subject among contemporary astrologers if over half of them are 
being ignored. reflection on this point is disquietening. A car would not drive 
smoothly with two tires on the front wheels, no tires on the rear wheels, and no 
spare. 

Having briefly described these two groups of discordant observations, one 
conclusion is that a large group of astrologers would benefit if they examined 
declinations more closely. Examples need to be made available that would clari- 
fy their value. The rest is up to them. Accordingly, this article is being written 
to assist in this endeavor with the following goals: 
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1. To provide powerful and unmis- 
takable current instances of decli- 
nations at work, supporting the 
universal need for their use. 


2. To illustrate the process of using 
the proposed standard for tropical 
natal horoscopes (that relies par- 
tially upon declinations) through 
application to an important public 
figure whose birth time has been 
subject to considerable speculation 
-- namely President Bill Clinton. 


3. To show elements of 100% astrol- 
ogy (i.e. association of astrologi- 
cal fundamentals with reality for 
“every point scrutinized leaving no 
holes, no unanswered questions, 
and no remaining doubts) that 
would not be possible without in- 
clusion of declinations. 


INCE PRESIDENT Bill Clinton 

has been chosen as the primary 
subject, it would be well to review 
certain irrefutable facts about this 
man and related astrological expecta- 
tions. We know that he was a Rhodes 
Scholar, receiving a degree from 
Oxford University, whose location is 
distant from his birthplace. We know 
that be both practiced and became a 
professor of law. He has become a 
public servant, both as Governor of 
the State of Arkansas and currently as 
President of the United States. Astro- 
logically, both the IX'* and x 
houses must be prominent to fit these 
facts. Saturn must be strong for a 
career associated with law. Moreo- 
ver, it is inconceivable that anyone 
could win a presidential election 
without at least one strong progressed 
aspect involving his Midheaven. Spot 
checks of progressions on election 
day among prior winning candidates 
confirm this point. 
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Now we turn to finding and verify- 
ing his horoscope. Starting back in 
1992 when Bill Clinton was still 
Governor of Arkansas, several horo- 
scopes were published for him with 
Leo rising. Since a 3:44 AM CST 
time had been given (it is to an exact 
minute), the prudent thing for an as- 
trologer to do first was to examine 
horoscopes for this time and times 
close by. His Leo Sun caused that 
sign's characteristics to be evident in 
his character, and a Leo Ascendant 
would amplify those characteristics. 
But questions arose. Why, for exam- 
ple, would a Rhodes Scholar have 
such a weak IX" house? No Leo ris- 
ing horoscope was found to provide a 
satisfactory answer. 

An astrologer named Sally Acker- 
man contacted Bill Clinton's mother 
and reported an 8:51 AM CST time 
in the September 1992 NCGR News- 
letter. That Libra rising horoscope 
corrected the IX" house education 
problem, but generated a new set of 
serious questions. 

With Mars so close to the Ascend- 
ant, why wasn't he accident prone? 

Where were the essential XII'* 
house planets confirming his aspira- 
tions for public office? 

Could declinations really furnish 
an explanation? The answer is not 
likely, because experience shows dec- 
linations to be operative within the 
framework of the houses. No planet 
was in the XII" house through which 
a parallel of declination could oper- 
ate. 

The basic problems with reported 
birth times, regardless of the sup- 
posed authenticity of the sources, are 
twofold for virtually everyone: 


1. A quoted birth time generally pro- 
duces a horoscope fraught with 
unanswered questions. This being 
the case more often than not, a 


time simply can not and should 
not be accepted as is for astrologi- 
cal purposes. Two supposedly 
correct times were given for Pres- 
ident Bill Clinton, and one is 
guaranteed to be off track. 


2. If one or more tentative times do 
not appear to be correct, the next 
question is how does one make an 
adjustment and know that another 
time is the right one? The correct 
answer must be when all doubts 
are removed based upon sound 
astrological fundamentals. Arriv- 
ing at the right time, however, 
represents a dilemma. The pro- 
posed standard was created to help 
solve that dilemma. 


Our problem in this example is that 
we now have two potential birth tines 
for President Bill Clinton, both of 
which have yielded horoscopes that 
raised questions. We might lean to- 
ward the later one because it comes 
from the mother. However, still 
another time must be derived if all 
questions and doubts about his horo- 
scope are to be eliminated. A differ- 
ent horoscope time is usually ascer- 
tained in one of three ways. Either 
some form of rectification is applied, 
a prenatal epoch calculation is per- 
formed, or the possible moments of 
incarnation are computed, after which 
there must be a selec- 
tion. For those who are 
not familiar, a moment 
of incarnation is be- 
lieved to coincide with 
the fixation of the horo- 
scope. Methods vary 
widely within the first 
two categories, but 
only one complex algo- 
rithm is used in the 
third. The incarnation 
method was utilized for 
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this article, because it is the fastest, 
most direct and precise of the three 
approaches. However, the current 
objective is not to review such meth- 
ods, but to determine which of the 
times derived by any of them is cor- 
rect. And the declinations are to be 
studied in the process of verification. 


HOROSCOPE TIME that meets 

the requirements of the standard 
is usually earlier than the quoted birth 
time more often than later. However, 
in this unusual case a derived time 
was close to four minutes after the 
time quoted by Bill Clinton's mother. 
This moment, in true local time, at 
Hope, Arkansas, was 8:48:37 AM. 
The effect of this four minute dif- 
ference changes the overall picture 
enormously. It produced the natal 
horoscope data given in Table | and 
Figure | along with the first of the 
test cases for the progressions. But 
we are getting ahead of ourselves. 
Let us apply the standard. 


TEP ONE, because it is the most 

immediately obvious, is to cor- 
relate the physical and personality 
traits of the individual with the rising 
sign. Bill Clinton's traits are close 
enough to the sign Leo to cause pause 
for consideration. Remember that Bill 
Clinton has a Leo Sun, and the char- 
acteristics of this sign are evident. 
But, on the other hand, 
Libra risingusually cor- 
responds with a person 
who is medium-tall to 
tall, has an ovate head 
(some-times appearing 
slightly small in propor- 
tion to the rest of the 
body), and has straight 
hair. This is a mental 
sign, although ruled by 
Venus, and the person- 
ality is one of a person 
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who enjoys debates, cultural as well 
as social activities, and has consum- 
mate poise. Equanimity and balance 
are constant and unemotional objec- 
tives, although seldom achieved ex- 
cept momentarily. Positions are fre- 
quently taken far left or right of cen- 
ter in order to balance the scales, but 
the elusive pointer typically continues 
to oscillate. Trial balloons are the 
type of stratagems that can be fre- 
quently employed. A consensus is 
sought for each issue. Now does this 
description fit Bill Clinton? The an- 
swer has to be mainly affirmative,

even though his face is slightly wider 
than average for Libra in the region 
of his jaws. The underlying Leo Sun 
furnishes an explanation, because the 
Sun sign has an effect upon the skele- 
ton and Leo's head shape is more rec- 
tangular. 

Any planet on the Ascendant can 
also have a physical and personality 
impact. As shown by this data, no 
planet is within less than a degree of 
the Ascendant, although Mars is 
closest in declination and Neptune in 
longitude. Venus is just a little fur- 
ther (3°) away in the I* house. While

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their bodily effects are somewhat 
diminished by these placements, 
Mars would contribute impulsive- 
ness, Neptune idealism, and Venus 
artful pleasure. The presence of all 
three of these factors appears to be 
correct. Bill Clinton is a forceful 
man. He creates illusions. Attendance 
at eleven inaugural balls attests to the 
fact that he is a party man, who also 
plays the saxophone. The Mars- 
Neptune-Venus combination is com- 
patible with choice of a wind instru- 
ment. 


NE MUST next check for the fit 

of the overall horoscope to the 
person. There are no intercepted 
houses that might provide certain 
clues. However, it is important to 
pay special attention to planets near 
house boundaries. Those placements 
in longitude and declination can be 
very revealing. Starting as usual with 
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the longitudes, the IX" and XII" 
house expectations are now fulfilled. 
Each contains planets that add 
strength and activity. The shift in 
Ascendant angle between the horo- 
scope for the time given by Bill Clin- 
ton's mother and this horoscope is 
only 2°39'. Yet, Mars and Neptune 
have slipped from the first house 
back into the XII", and Mercury has 
slipped from the XI" back into the 
X"". The Mars-Neptune combination 
attests to Bill Clinton's drive for pub- 
lic offices. Mercury is co-ruler of 
both the IX" and the XII" houses. It 
is conjunct Saturn, the all important 
planet of law. Now the public promi- 
nence of his profession has signifi- 
cantly increased. No longer is Mer- 
cury's focus on XI" house creative or 
entertainment adventures, but its fo- 
cus is now on X" house leadership 
matters. 

The Taurus Moon in the VIII" 
house causes interest in sound eco- 
nomic affairs. It was part of his 
course of study at Oxford. Moon in 
Taurus has been present in the horo- 
scopes of a number of past presi- 
dents. Uranus in the mental sign 
Gemini occupies the IX" house, 
which confirms higher education in a 
distant place along with a revolution- 
ary attitude. Mercury together with 
Saturn are now in the cardinal X"" 
house in commanding positions, the 
kind that would apply to a governor 
or a president. Pluto and Sun in the 
XI" house provide ample opportuni- 
ties for showmanship, projecting 
ideas, and reliance upon friends. 
Mars and Neptune in the XII" house 
indicate service to the government 
and people. This combination can be 
confrontational and illusory. Already, 
as these words are being written, the 
latest issue of Time magazine is dis- 
cussing his encounters with the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and Senator Sam

Nunn, Chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, over homosexuals in 
the armed services. Next up is Sena- 
tor Moynihan, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, over the issue of 
taking cost of living increases away 
from Social Security recipients. One 
can expect many such confrontations 
(Mars), the breaking of campaign 
pledges (Neptune), and compromises 
(the sign Libra with Venus nearby). 
Libra is a sign that can readily accept 
compromises. Venus and Jupiter in 
the first house add a degree of har- 
mony and expansiveness to the physi- 
cal being.

LL OF THESE PLANETS now 

fit the houses they are in, wher- 
eas three of them did not before. The 
natal aspects among these planets 
seem to be appropriate. All is seem- 
ingly well with this horoscope. Well, 
almost. A few questions remain: 

Where is the something extra that 
caused Bill Clinton to become a 
Rhodes Scholar, not just a student 
who went away to college far away 
from home? 

What tells us that this man had 
what it takes to become Governor of 
Arkansas and President of the United 
States, as opposed to simply becom-

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ing a recognized lawyer or professor? 
Why did he, among all of the local 
boys growing up together ina small 
Arkansas town, emerge to positions 
of eminence? 

The longitudes are not convincing 
with respect to any of these ques- 
tions. So now we come to the gist. 
Please look at Table 1 and observe. 
There is the Uranus of his Oxford 
education parallel his Midheaven 
within 3.6'. There is the resourceful 
Pluto parallel his Midheaven within 
11.3', and coincidentally parallel 
Uranus within 7.7' as well. Now, 
finally, all of the questions can be 
answered. These powerful aspects to 
his Midheaven are ever so meaning- 
ful -- these declinations. 


UT THE TESTS required by the 

standard are incomplete. One can 
easily be fooled by positive correla- 
tions such as those so far uncovered, 
even when very convincing. The 
careful investigator must apply sec- 
ondary progressions and obtain fur- 
ther confirmation. The rule says a 
minimum of three major 
events in life must coincide 
with meaningful (not just 
any) progressed aspects in 
longitude or declination 
within four minutes of arc. 
Among those progressed 
aspects a Midheaven or As- 
cendant must be included as 
a time vernier. The greater 
the quantity of confirma- 
tions, the higher the prob- 
ability that the horoscope is 
correct. 

This set of rules was a challenge in 
Bill Clinton's case, because he is so 
new upon the international scene that 
biographers have not yet written 
much in the way of dated events. 

Eventually, six events were ob- 
tained although several were only 
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dated to the closest month. Everyone 
of the associated progressions met the 
qualitative and quantitative criteria of 
the proposed standard. Four events 
are shown in this article, with partic- 
ular emphasis upon the progressed 
declinations that were present. 


F COURSE the most recent and 
the most important major event 
occurred on election day, November 
3, 1992. Progressions in declination 
and longitude for this event are 
shown in Table 1 and Figure 1. Bill 
Clinton had two strong aspects on 
that date, and one that was weaker. 
The two strong aspects were the par- 
allel of his progressed Pluto with his 
natal Midheaven (within 0.9'), and 
the parallel of his progressed X"* 
house Mercury with Neptune (within 
0.3'). The only aspect in longitude 
was progressed Ascendant semi-sex- 
tile Mars (within 4.7'). That is an 
appropriate aspect related to a change 
in domicile, but entirely secondary. 
Do you not recall that few pub- 
lished astrologers called the election 
correctly, and that is most 
likely because they ignored 
the declinations. In retro- 
spect, President Bush did 
not have any progressed 
aspects involving his Mid- 
heaven on election day 
) (as he did four years ear- 
lier). Ross Perot had one. 
Bill Clinton also had one 
aspect to his Midheaven, 
but his was far stronger. 
In addition, Bill Clinton 
had a very powerful X" 
house aspect that could only have 
occurred with the corrected time. 


O EXACT DATE was available 
for the second major event, Bill 
Clinton's arrival at Oxford University 
as a post-graduate student and Rhodes 
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Figure 3:

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Scholar. Mid-September was chosen 
as being representative, and the pro- 
gressed data is given in Table 2 and 
Figure 2. The important positions in 
declination for each of the progressed 
dates in Table 2 are shown by bold 
face. In September 1968 the most 
meaningful aspect was progressed 
Pluto parallel Uranus (within 0.2’). 
Because of the slow relative velocity 
of Pluto, the date used in the calcula- 
tions could have a rather wide toler- 
ance, but the significance of Pluto 
aspecting Uranus is unmistakable. 
Any astrologer accepting declinations 
would have to agree that this aspect is 
appropriate. The only other aspect 
within 4' of being

THIRD EVENT was also not 

well dated, and mid-September 
(15th) 1973 was selected. Horoscope 
data is given in Table 2 and Figure 3. 
This was the month when Bill Clinton 
became a professor of law at the 
University of Arkansas. Careful, con- 
trolled Saturn represents law, and the 
parallels of his progressed Saturn and 
progressed Midheaven are perfect in 
signifying this event. Once again a 
progressed event involving the Mid- 
heaven accompanies elevation to an 
honorable position. The predominant 
aspect is within 0.1' (six seconds or 
less) of being perfect. The only as- 
pect in longitude was Venus semi- 
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sextile his Ascendant (within 2.4’). It 
is probable that he moved onto cam- 
pus at that time and a female was 
involved. However, declinations of 
the Midheaven and Saturn show the 
change in position. 


FOURTH EVENT accompanied 

by a progressed parallel of dec- 
lination is included in order to illus- 
trate more than the minimum number 
of events prescribed by the recom- 
mended standard. Fortunately this 
date is well recorded. Bill Clinton 
lost the race for Governor of Arkan- 
sas to Frank White on November 4, 
1980. The key to this loss was 
progressed Mercury parallel natal 
Neptune (within 0.3'). Pluto was par- 
allel his Midheaven as well (within 
0.9'), but Neptune has a way of 
creating a dramatic scene or an unre- 
al illusion, and sometimes defraud- 
ing. The only aspect in longitude (see 
Figure 4) was Ascendant semi-sextile 
Mars, and 4.7' minutes away from 
being exact. Mars' events are fre- 
quently related to strife, even when 
the aspects are comfortable. 


HEN BILL CLINTON won 

the next election against Frank 
White on November 2, 1984, pro- 
gressed Pluto's declination had 
moved to within 0.2' of his natal 
Midheaven, and Neptune was con- 
junct his Ascendant. This time Nep- 
tune's effects were far more personal 
and idyllic. In reality this is a fifth 
(not illustrated) event that adds to the 
credibility of this rectification. 

At this point one might expect that 
any other preeminent event in Bill 
Clinton's life will be accompanied by 
one Or more aspects within the 4' 
limit. Note that all of those given 
have been exact to within less than 1' 
of arc. That represents good, depend- 
able astrology.

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In closing, proofs of the impor- 
tance of declinations have been 
given. The parallels of declination 
were not only most pertinent in se- 
lecting the correct horoscope time, 
but they also dominated the progres- 
sions. In fact, it would be impossible 
to have declared the outcome of the 
Presidential Election on the basis of 
progressed longitudes alone. Moreo- 
ver, progressed longitudes played 
relatively minor roles in some of the 
other events presented. If this were 
an isolated case, one might hesitate to 
make a universal declaration predi- 
cated upon these results. However, 
this example simply adds to thou- 
sands of others. Collectively, it can 
be declared without hesitation that no 
astrologer should continue to ignore 
the parallels of declination. Neither 
should they expect to verify the effic- 
acy of secondary progressions or ap- 
ply the proposed standard unless dec- 
linations are taken into account. 
When they are taken into account a 
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greater feeling of completeness sur- 
rounds the results. That completeness 
is the 100% astrology alluded to ear- 
lier. 

One final note. Proofs of horoscop- 
ic data grounded in fundamentals 
have been given in this article. While 
not an isolated circumstance for Con- 
siderations, it is recommended that 
all readers who publish horoscopes in 
any of the astrological journals 
should henceforth provide confirming 
information and encourage others to 
do the same. It should be obvious by 
now that such backup information 
must include the parallels of declina- 
tion for integrity. Simply publishing a 
wheel alone or a wheel with authori- 
tative-sounding words that have ques- 
tionable relevance will never satisfy 
the knowledgeable reader or appease 
the skeptics of astrology. The con- 
sistent provision of observed facts, 
comprehensive relationships and logi- 
cal conclusions has a somewhat better 
chance. oO 


Let's Consider 


John Norris writes from London: 


OHN Willner's clarion call for a 

standard in astrology is timely. 
We have at least two zodiacs, more 
than several House systems, a multi- 
plicity of asteroids, parts, points, 
comets and hypothetical planets, and 
who knows how many ways of direct- 
ing or progressing the horoscope. 
Rarely do we see a book or journal 
article that does much else than state 
the author's theories as fact, and then 


proceed to demonstrate their veracity 
on a few carefully selected examples. 
Bravo, Mr. Willner. Let's hope your 
call for a standard does not go un- 
heeded. 

There was, however, one item in 
the writer's welcome article that wor- 
ried me. It was this business about 
the intercepted houses. No, this isn't 
a concern for the denizens of La- 
pland; if they wish to occupy their 
few daylight moments being success- 
ful at two very different professions I 
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can only wish them well and be glad 
my own northerly latitude is not as 
extreme. 

Like the editor of Considerations, I 
am by profession a Statistician, so 
when I read in Mr. Willner's forceful 
article that a comparison of two 
house systems, Placidus and Koch, 
had the winner, Placidus, with a Chi 
Square value of zero, I immediately 
formed two firm conclusions. 

The first, that our editor has at last 
found a competent editorial assistant, 
one he trusts implicitly. There can be 
no other possible explanation why he 
failed to read and question this article 
before publication 

This realization is derived from my 
other conclusion. The odds against a 
Chi-Square value of zero being ob- 
tained in a correctly designed com- 
parison are so high that it is standard 
practice to assume that only bias or 
miscalculation can produce this kind 
of rare event. To quote from the late 
M. J. Moroney's Facts From Fig- 
ures, "Cases of this sort make us sus- 
pect that possibly the data have been 
‘cooked’ by someone with a very 
good idea of what the answer should 
be." 

Considerations remains, as ever, a 
most stimulating magazine. 


John Willner responds: 


HIS letter was thoroughly enjoy- 

ed for the quality of its writing 
even though I was taken to task about 
the zero value derived for a Chi 
Square test. I defer to the judgment 
of one who is a professional in such 
matters. However, a few comments 
are perhaps in order. Initially, twen- 
ty-three out of thirty-six verified 
horoscopes of celebrities were found 
to have intercepted Placidus houses 
that correlated with their occupations. 
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The other thirteen horoscopes con- 
tained no intercepted houses. The ra- 
tion would be different for other 
house systems. Voila, the birth of an 
idea to possibly settle the question 
about which house system is correct 
based upon real evidence. As report- 
ed in The Rising Sign Problem, my 
initial reaction was to apply Stochas- 
tic Processes 501 in a comparison of 
the Placidus and Koch house systems 
even though it was clearly stated that 
the sample size was too small to be 
statistically significant. Since then, 
however, I have backtracked a much 
larger quantity of horoscopes, and 
found that all intercepted Placidus 
house pairs correlate with vocations 
or significant avocations of those 
checked. I am therefore forced to 
conclude that there is possibly one 
more reason for deriving a Chi 
Square test value of zero other than 
bias or miscalculation. With due re- 
spect, that is when a fundamental 
might be confirmed having a prob- 
ability of occurrence approaching 
100% for all samples to which the 
test is applicable. In the case of an 
astrological principle and individuals, 
for example, the latter must be in an 
age range that is meaningful. Carry- 
ing this thought process one step fur- 
ther, I have found that matching the 
increased activities produced by in- 
tercepted houses with pursuits of 
adult human beings is a useful aid in 
verifying their horoscopes. g

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Karmic Astrology 


An Introduction 


In recent issues of this 
magazine effective meth- 
ods of rectifying unknown 
birthtimes and of predict- 
ing the nature and timing 
of events, including the 
life span, have been 
demonstrated. In turn, 
this has prompted ques- 
tions about the fateful- 
ness of our lives and the 
part, if any, that free will 
plays. 


The author of the pres- 
ent article is an astrolo- 
ger who has resolved this 
dilemma for herself with 
Karmic Astrology.

ARMIC ASTROLOGY is 
based on the idea that, having 
lived before, we have now 

been born again into a physical body 
to deal with the karma we have gen- 
erated in past lives. However, it is 
not necessary to believe in past lives 
to use karmic astrology. The past is a 
continuous stretching back from a 
moment ago to as far as you want to 
take it: birth or beyond. Karma is 
that which has been set in motion at 
some time in the past, the credits and 
deficits, and which is having an effect 
now. It is purposeful, concerned with 
growth and evolution. There are 
various kinds of karma, and various 
levels, and its working can be both 
subtle and complex. 

Individual karma (described by our 
natal chart) is what we have personal- 
ly created. We reap the rewards of 
positive karma and we try to balance 
and overcome, or make reparation 
for, negative karma. Group karma 
(mostly found in the XIth house of 
the chart) relates to anything from the 
family to a racial group, and usually 
overrides individual karma. Collec- 
tive karma (a resonance which is in- 
dicated in the XIIth house), especially 
all the guilt, hatred and anger stirred 
up by mankind over the millennium, 
in turn overrides the needs of the 
group. Although positive collective 
karma is generated, this is greatly 
outweighed by the negative karma. 
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It is this negative aspect which has to 
be cleared at the end of an astrologi- 
cal age because cosmic karma, the 
need for the cosmos itself to evolve, 
is paramount. Cosmic karma is 
beyond the chart, although it is re- 
flected in the day to day movement of 
the heavens. In esoteric astrology, 
nothing happens in isolation. If we 
raise our level of consciousness, the 
soul group to which we belong will 
also raise its level of consciousness, 
and the overall evolution of the whole 
moves upwards. If we learn a lesson, 
the cosmos benefits. 


HE PATTERN of our past lives 

can be seen in the chart of the 
heavens as they appear overhead at 
the moment of birth in the present 
life. Indeed, I believe that we choose 
the moment of our birth carefully so 
that the pattern in our chart fits both 
our past experience and the lessons 
we have incarnated to learn. I ex- 
plored these ideas, which I have been 
using in my counseling work for 
many years, in great depth in my 
book The Karmic Journey.’ One as- 
sociated idea in particular which is 
often questioned is the conflict bet- 
ween fate and freewill. I see ‘fate’ as 
the pattern we have created for our- 
selves, in other words our chart. 
However, we have freewill in respect 
to how we respond to that pattern. If 
we did not, there would be no evolu- 
tion. I do, however, believe that we 
set ourselves various tasks and less- 
ons prior to incarnation and we may 
experience these as 'fate' when we 
are suddenly confronted with the ne- 
cessity of dealing with them. 

The birthchart can, therefore, be 
seen as showing both the instinctual 
behavior and expectations carried 
forward from the past and possibili- 
ties for the future. It shows the major 
patterns and assumptions, blocks and 
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potential, wisdom and weakness built 
up over many lifetimes. Areas of 
imbalance and conflict are mapped, 
and those for growth and new learn- 
ing outlined. It reflects the individu- 
al's karma and the tools that he, or 
she, has to meet that karma. The 
Moon, for instance, represents a 
deeply ingrained emotional response 
to life which has been built up over 
many incarnations. Squares, particu- 
larly the fixed squares and those of 
personal planets to the outer planets, 
also indicate deep-seated karma. The 
Sun, on the other hand, represents 
what we are learning in this life. 
Trine aspects are things that we have 
almost sorted out, although we may 
be tested to see that we have learnt 
the lessons, and therefore they repre- 
sent potential that can be used. The 
placement of planets in houses indi- 
cates areas where we have specific 
karma, such as the sixth house of 
health; or where we have built up 
karmic resources, the second house. 
Certain combinations of planets in- 
dicate specific karmic dilemmas to be 
worked on, such as the Mystic- 
Pragmatist dilemma set out in Nep- 
tune-Saturn contacts; or the will is- 
sues described by outer planet aspects 
to Mars. 

Each incarnation can, therefore, be 
seen as a learning experience set up 
prior to birth in order that the 
strengths and wisdom acquired in 
previous lives can be developed fur- 
ther, or utilized to overcome inherent 
weaknesses and areas of imbalance. 
These areas can be identified through 
the placement and interaction of the 
planets in the birthchart. 

A knowledge of previous lives and 
the plan for the present lifetime is, 
therefore, a very potent tool in over- 
coming present difficulties and adjust- 
ing to circumstances. Once the kar- 
mic reasons behind a relationship or 


situation become clear, it is possible 
to make the necessary changes. Many 
people suffer the same problem over 
and over again. With the help of 
karmic astrology, they can recognize 
the reasons why, find a new way to 
deal with it, and then move on. By 
overcoming karmic obligations and 
outgrown karmic patterns, and devel- 
oping potential to the full, a new 
stage of growth can be reached. 

I personally believe in reincarna- 
tion but I do not feel that all recalled 
‘past lives’ are literal, factual truth. I 
do however believe that they are true 
at some level, they are in essence our 
story. As such, they can be used to 
illuminate and inform our present 
life. My experience of the working of 
karma has been based on many years 
reading charts, of ‘seeing’ past lives 
through my psychic vision, and on 
regressing people to past lives. 
Whilst the past pattern of a past life 
can be seen in the chart, it is usually 
not possible to ascertain the precise 
details of that life from the chart 
alone. This has to be done by 'far 
memory’, which entails either a psy- 
chic, such as myself, reading the past 
incarnations, or it involves taking the 
person back to read or re-live their 
own past. Such information can come 
through as an ‘actual’ event or as a 
symbolic experience. 

Much of my work is concerned 
with the identification, and removal 
of blocks created in the past. If a 
‘past life’ helps in this process, then 
that is what matters to me, not 
whether the person actually lived out 
that life as a physical, provable in- 
carnation here on earth or wherever. 
Having said that, I do also believe 
that the roots of many of our experi- 
ences are to be found in our past 
lives. Past lives add another dimen- 
sion to the birthchart and may well 
explain the seemingly inexplicable. 
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Astrologers (and critics of astrology) 
have always been puzzled as to why 
people born at exactly the same time 
and place, or within a few minutes of 
each other, such as twins, should 
have distinct and separate personali- 
ties from birth even though their lives 
may share a broadly similar pattern. 
If the theory that the birthchart indi- 
cates a specific temperament which 
comes into being at the moment of 
birth is correct, then it would be logi- 
cal to expect people born in the same 
place and time, twins for instance, to 
be identical in behavior. Clearly this 
is not the case and karmic astrology 
supplies the missing link by stating 
that the experience a person has al- 
ready had in a past life will precondi- 
tion a unique response to life. 

The energies of the planets, then, 
are symbolic of energies within our- 
selves that have developed over many 
lifetimes. The relationship of the 
planets to each other, the aspects, 
delineate the psychological patterns 
we carry within ourselves. For kar- 
mic work, I use the ‘standard’ orbs of 
6° for a sextile and 8° for a conjunc- 
tion, square, trine and opposition, 
and a non-standard orb of 8° for the 
inconjunct or quincunx as this is a 
powerful karmic aspect. However, 
wider orbs moving up to 10° or 12° 
can still reflect the karma, it is just 
not so directly obvious. Transits act 
as a trigger for the energy patterns, 
activating the karmic lessons, and I 
work with orbs that are at least 4-5° 
each side of exact for outer planet 
transits (Jupiter onwards) as the ef- 
fect of these will be felt long before, 
and long after, the comparatively 
short time when they will be exact. 

If we are strongly attuned to a 
planet (and therefore to our own inn- 
er energy), we will resonate with its 
transits and will try to cooperate with 
the inner adjustments it brings, that 
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is, we use our freewill. Things no 
longer ‘happen’ to us, we begin to 
recognize their purpose in the overall 
scheme of things. If we are not, then 
we will be buffeted by the transits 
and believe that something out there, 
or fate, is forcing these changes upon 
us. 


STROLOGICALLY, life can be 

divided into age-spans which 
relate to different levels of being. 
This is linked to the flow of the uni- 
versal creative energy, the life force, 
through our Self. Throughout our 
lives we are balancing the different 
‘bodies’: the physical, emotional, 
mental and spiritual. This is part of 
the karmic process. The linkage 
points for these different bodies are 
the energy centers known as the 
chakras, and there is a powerful in- 
teraction between the planets and the 
chakras via the endocrine system 
which mediates the changes in the 
physical body. 

Up to age 29, we are dealing with 
the ‘physical’ level. This is the period 
when the lower chakras, governing 
the sexual organs, are activated and 
we attune to the life force at the phys- 
ical creative level. We have to get 
our career and finances worked out, 
learn how to interact with the world 
through a physical body, etc. At the 
Saturn Return, around age 29, we 
then shift into the ‘emotional’ body 
and the solar plexus and heart chak- 
ras are activated. In our thirties we 
have to look at our feelings about 
ourselves and others, our ability to 
express who we are, etc. We have to 
work on mastering the emotions; to 
become a person who has emotions 
but who is more than those emotions. 
At this stage the life force is ex- 
pressed through emotional and bodily 
creativity. 
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Then we have the Uranus Opposi- 
tion. The effect of this planet has, of 
course, speeded up considerably in 
recent years so the Uranus opposi- 
tion, which used to be the mid-life 
crisis experienced in the middle for- 
ties, now happens at 38-39. We then 
shift into the 'mental body' and we 
have to let go of youth and move 
away from emotional issues in order 
to understand the world and our place 
in it. It is also the time when we 
move the energies up to the throat 
Chakra, activating the higher mind. 
We can then direct the life force (or 
kundalini energy) from its 'home' at 
the base Chakra so that it meets the 
‘mind force' and is expressed through 
communication and mental creation. 

At between 50-51 we have the 
Chiron Return, which usually 
provokes a crisis of meaning when 
we move into the ‘spiritual body' and 
the soul finds its new form. If we 
successfully make this transition to 
the spiritual level, the brow and 
crown chakras are activated and we 
have a connection to the wider con- 
sciousness rather than remaining in 
our limited individual awareness. We 
live creatively, uniting heart, mind 
and spirit. 

If we haven't made this transition, 
then the second Saturn Return at 58 
can be quite a painful process as we 
have to learn to let go of the past or 
to go back over our lessons about the 
physical level of being (literally re- 
vision being needed). If we have suc- 
cessfully made the transition, then 
this is the time we reap all the re- 
wards of Saturn, the Lord of Karma. 
We come into our own wisdom. o

Science & Astrology : 
Another Perspective

WOULD like to tackle the 
question of the relationship 

between astrology and sci- 
ence from a fresh angle. 

Usually we think of links, rays, 
emanating from planets which act 
upon the psyche of individuals and 
which have to be detected. But, as- 
suming that one day, we are able to 
discover such anthropocosmic links, 
it seems to me that astrology would 
be very limited, for it is inconceiv- 
able that these same rays should be 
able to carve out all the complex de- 
tails of the characteristics of a per- 
sonality. 

It is the change in outlook that sci- 
ence is starting to adopt concerning 
its own origins which, I believe, can 
help us to reconsider the relationship 
between science and astrology. We 
know that the astronomer Kepler was 
interested in astrology and the great 
scientist Newton in alchemy. Some 
historians say that these were their 
livelihoods. However this is not true 
and, as the historian of science Koyré 
has clearly shown, the wild astrologi- 
cal or alchemical imaginings which 
scatter their writings were not unre- 
lated to their scientific works; they 
were consubstantial with them and 
used as guides in allowing the intro- 
duction of new hypotheses. 

Thus it is perhaps here, at the gen- 
esis of the formation of scientific 
laws, that the relationships between 
science and astrology merge. Jung 
and the physicist Pauli studied the 


complicated process of the psyche 
within the scholar which can make 
the symbolic image of the uncon- 
scious emerge in the form of the 
transparency of a concept or a scien- 
tific law. 

This realm of the imagination is 
thus to be found throughout science 
which finds its roots outside itself, on 
the same plane as that whence stems 
the symbolic images of astrology. 

Contemporary science culminates 
in scientific cosmology. The subject 
matter of this discipline is the uni- 
verse as a whole: what there was at 
the beginning, how it all came about, 
and it involves the same questioning 
as does myth. 

In its formation science used myths 
and traditional knowledge as a source 
of nourishment. It its development it 
contributed to their disappearance. 
But this alchemical or astrological 
compost can never completely disap- 
pear and, while limiting myself here 
to the symbolism of the astrological 
cycle, I shall show that it can be seen 
in the succession of events implied by 
the Big Bang model. 

Quantities of metaphors and great 
human myths assist in the description 
of a cycle. The epic story of Gilga- 
mesh is a vast Sumerian fresco writ- 
ten at the beginning of the third mil- 
lennia B.C. A legendary hero in pur- 
suit of immortality, Gilgamesh en- 
counters the twelve stages of incarna- 
tion represented by the twelve signs 
of the zodiac. There are also the 
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twelve tasks of Hercules and the 
twelve stops in Ulysses' voyage. 

The transformation of nature or of 
a plant during the four seasons of a 
year, defined by the apparent path of 
the Sun, clearly symbolizes the astro- 
logical cycle. 

The cycle ...starts in the form of 

seed with the release of potentiali- 

ties which will be, at least to a 

certain extent, actualized during 

the spring (Aries, Taurus, Gemi- 

ni) and summer (Cancer Leo, Vir- 

go) quarters of the cycle. The 

culmination of the cycle, its sym- 

bolic blossoming, reveals the 

“harvest" of positive accomplish- 

ments, the failure in actualizing 

certain potentialities, just as the 

by-products and losses during its 

development. During the autum- 

nal (Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius) 

and winter (Capricorn, Aquarius, 

Pisces) phases, new seeds are 

formed whence will come the new 

cycle in the following spring, 

whilst the leaves (an inevitable by- 

product) decompose to provide the 

raw material for the new cycle.' 


Regarding scientific cosmology, 
the great majority of astrophysicists 
(95%) agree on the Big Bang model 
of the expanding universe which de- 
scribes events originating from an 
extremely hot and highly dense state 
fifteen billion years ago. It is custom- 
ary to measure time from a zero point 
obtained by extending the evolution 
of the different parameters of the 
universe back through time. At point 
zero, all these parameters (tempera- 
ture, energy, etc.) become infinite 
and time, t = 0, has no meaning. It 
is unattainable. The laws of physics 
known today lose their footing on this 
side of Planck's time, tp = 10° s. 
However, this time, t = 0, is con- 
venient in pinpointing events. 
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E SHALL begin the descrip- 

tion of our analogy with the 
events occurring when the universe is 
one second old:

In a state of constant expan- 
@2 sion and self-dilution, the 

universe's temperature is fall- 
ing and has just reached ten billion 
degrees. It is at this point that hydro- 
gen and helium nuclei, the main 
components of matter in the universe 
are able to form (the phase of pri- 
mordial nucleosynthesis which lasts 
for half an hour). We thus see a con- 
densation of the creative impulse of 
the previous phase of Aries (to which 
we will return) which is coated in 
matter during a phase that we will 
associate with the fixed earth sign of 
Taurus.

fg Gemini, as a mutable air 
Pe sign, shows the strain of the 
two opposing principles of 

Arien Being and Taurean Substance, 
a process which takes place over 
about 700,000 years. Matter is in fact 
made up of what, in physics, is called 
a plasma: positively charged hydro- 
gen and helium nuclei and negatively 
charged free electrons which ap- 
peared during the Taurean phase. 
These particles are unable to go any- 
where without colliding with photons 
of light, highly virulent due to the 
very high temperature and which are 
born out of the primordial field in the 
original explosion of the Arien phase. 
This friction between matter and light 
brings to mind the phase of develop- 
ment of the child who instinctively 
tries to find out how far he can go in 
any direction, physical as well as 
psychological, before his gestures or 
actions are hindered by something or 
someone. We recognize the symbol- 


ism of the mutable air sign Gemini or 
of House III, that of communication 
with the immediate environment. 
This phase comes to an end when, 
after 700,000 years, the temperature 
"falls" below 3,000°K; the energy of 
the photons has weakened and the 
uncoupling of matter and light can 
now take place. In other words, the 
duality of Spirit and Matter, peculiar 
to Gemini.

{| The transition of the "air" of 
Gemini thus allows the union 
of the Arien fire and the Tau- 

rean earth to be consummated in the 
water of Cancer. In the now trans- 
parent universe, fluctuations in densi- 
ty can at last increase, gravitationally 
pulling other fluctuations towards 
them. The construction of the uni- 
verse's structures (galaxies, clusters 
of galaxies, stars, planets) can finally 
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begin. How can we fail to recognize 
in this finishing-blow to the air ex- 
pansion of Gemini, in this germina- 
tion of the seeds of future galaxies, 
the expression of the foundation and 
center of the personality symbolized 
by the cardinal water sign of Cancer. 
The force of gravity which means 
that matter is attracted to matter will 
seize hold of these seeds and cause 
them to grow into stars and galaxies.

BUY While shining, like the Sun 
Plug which is associated with the 

E58 fixed fire sign of Leo, these 
Stars create, at their heart, the heavy 
elements necessary for life such as 
carbon.

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& After about ten billion years, 
life, based on carbon, ap- 
pears on our Earth and per-

verse. The biosphere, a collection of 
carbonic components which are living 
organisms, is formed. At all levels, 

natural selection seems to impose a 

finality. It guides an interminable 

search for balance within a hostile 
world, giving rise to increasingly 
complex beings. From the first amino 
acids right up to Homo Sapiens it 
ceaselessly improves forms and subtly 
refines behavior. These processes of 
selection and improvement which, 
through the countless plant and ani- 
mal lineages, tirelessly purify carbon 
based life-forms, clearly bring to 
mind the mutable earth sign of Virgo. 

Underlying the concept of "survival 

of the fittest" there is, of course, suf 

fering or rather, in non-human cases, 
pain related to the personal crises of 

Virgo or the sixth house.

These crises represent the 
transition towards a new type 
meet Of consciousness, the 
awareness of the super-ego which is 
also self-awareness, symbolized by 
the cardinal air sign Libra. For the 
universe, that has reached fifteen bil- 
lion years of age, it is the explosion 
of what Teilhard de Chardin called 
reflective consciousness. Forty thou- 
sand years ago, the universe's "efflo- 
rescense", made up of Homo Sa- 
piens, began to converse with the 
other part of the universe which, as a 
whole, became aware of itself. But 
what is 40,000 years compared with 
the fifteen billion years of the past 
and the eons of the future? Leroi 
Gourhan clearly brought to light the 
rapid accelerations in the processes of 
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evolution (as much biological as cul- 
tural). Slow to begin with, the growth 
of technique, channeled by informa- 
tion, is reaching exponential levels. 
Today, the Earth is not only alive due 
to its biosphere, but also "aware" due 
to its "brain", the noosphere. 


Before we move on to the phase 
of Scorpio, let us return to the 
two phases of Pisces and Aries 
which precede the primordial 
nucleosynthesis of Taurus.

BJ During the past twenty years, 
OS more and more astrophysi- 
cists have lent their support to 


a theory according to which the uni- 
verse arose out of nothing -- the 
quantum vacuum. This modern pic- 
ture of vacuum which is radically dif- 
ferent from the classical and every- 
day meaning of a vacuum, reminds 
us of the mutable water sign of Pisc- 
es. It is the basic state of energy from 
which, due to the Uncertainty rela- 
tionships of quantum physics, any 
sort of virtual particle can spontane- 
ously emerge and then immediately 
return. Constantly buzzing with fluc- 
tuations, it reminds us, in astrology, 
of the need to erase and overcome the 
harmful attachment to the ghosts of 
the finishing cycle, the task of the 
Piscean. The concepts of quantum 
physics which apply here, such as 
uncertainty and non-separability, 
clearly evoke this fusion into whole- 
ness, this total openness to the uncon- 
scious surges peculiar to the psychol- 
ogy of Pisceans. Finally, the physi- 
cists' metaphors used to describe this 
vacuum speak for themselves: sea in 
a state of perpetual restlessness, cov- 
ered with a foam of pairs of particles- 
antiparticles. Astrophysicist Michel 
Cassé even speaks of flying fish: 
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We may wonder, at the thought of this profuse vacuum, how we can see through 
it! These virtual particles, ruled by limitative laws, like flying fish plunging in the 
liquid element, rediscover very quickly their natural environment, the sea of virtual- 
ity in this case, still called the vacuum. Quantum vacuum is the harbinger of all 
births. The real, or that which is claimed to be real, is only the manifest state. The 
unobservable is its latent state. The vacuum is, potentially, full. The vacuum is full 


of fish.’

It is one of the fluctuations in 
this vacuum which, in cross- 
ic ing a certain threshold, would 
have seen its volume vertiginously 
expand and would have found itself at 
the origin of our universe. The latter 
would have thus undergone an ex- 
tremely short period of so-called in- 
flation (from 10%°s to 107s beyond 
zero) during which space-time would 
have been created, endowed with 
considerable energy. We can see that 
the exponential expansion of 
"noosphere" in the Libran phase is 
paralleled by the equally exponential 
expansion of the primordial universe 
which enables it to be differentiated 
and distinguishable trom the other 
potential universes (the other fluctua- 
tions). Here we clearly see the attrib- 
utes of the cardinal fire sign of Aries.

It is at the end of inflation 
that the Arien energy is con- 
4 densed into matter in the 
primordial nucleosynthesis of Taurus. 
There is a logic within the astrologi- 
cal structure by which the matter 
which appeared in Taurus will disap- 


pear in the opposite sign of Scorpio. 

Preceded by the appearance of 
black holes, first at the center of gal- 
axies and then at the center of galac- 
tic clusters, the end of proton decay 
is extended, according to the implied 
theory, from 10°” years (the conse- 
quence of the grand unification theo- 
ry of three of the four forces of phys- 
ics) to (10'°)”®, the greatest number 
ever calculated in physics. The death 
of the ego, peculiar to the sign of 
Scorpio, which is to be seen here in 
the transformation of stars into black 
Aoles, is death at a certain level of 
consciousness followed by rebirth 
into a suprasensitive world.

The physicist Freeman Dyson 
assumes that the embodiment 

of life and consciousness 
need not be limited to organic mol- 
ecules; instead, he maintains, the es- 
sential feature of consciousness is 
complexity of structure, which can be 
realized in any convenient material. 
Encouraged by the successes of mod- 
ern biology, he feels that intelligence 
could be transplanted onto a support 
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of charged particles, for example, 
electron-plasma bathed in the post- 
material light of the distant future of 
the universe. In examining the case 
of a closed universe, mathematician 
Frank Tipler also considers the pos- 
sibility of the extension of life 
throughout the entire universe using 
"Universal Builders" (Von Neu- 
mann's probes), able to construct 
anything and everything on instruc- 
tion, including copies of themselves. 
These intelligent beings will remain 
in contact with each other and will at- 
tempt to eliminate cosmological hori- 
zons and ensure that each region of 
the cosmos is in continuous commu- 
nication with all other regions. This 
is clearly the expansion of conscious- 
ness peculiar to the mutable fire sign 
of Sagittarius which we can see here: 
expansion in search of new fields of 
activity, which may imply the con- 
quest of immediate or distant envi- 
ronments, expansion in intellectual 
activities, in thought, and in the 
union of great ideas.

Wm tations of quantum physics, 
which turns the observer into 

a sort of creator of the phenomenon 
under observation, Frank Tipler de- 


scribes the odyssey of consciousness 
in the universe in the following way: 


In order to survive, the intel- 
ligence in the cosmos will essen- 
tially have to organize itself into a 
living intelligent being and, as it 
were, be omnipresent. It will also 
have to control all energy sources 
in the universe and this control 
will be made more and more total 
as the final singularity, or the 
omega point, approaches. We thus 
obtain, at the end of the day, an 
intelligent being who is not only 
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omnipresent but, also, all-power- 
ful -- let us say omnipotent. In 
order to confront this extremely 
chaotic universe, the intelligence 
will, moreover, have to study 
more and more thoroughly its 
structure and, as it becomes an 
increasingly important part of the 
universe, it will have to study it- 
self. We mean by this that it will 
draw near to omniscience. 


As we approach the final 
state, these properties of omni- 
presence, omniscience and om- 
nipotence join each other. At the 
moment of the final state, that is 
when the omega point is reached, 
all is known. The intelligence is 
then, total. And, to stretch this 
reasoning to its ultimate limit, its 
power is also total, it controls all 
existing forces and knows all that 
may logically be known. To sum 
up, at the moment when the final 
state is reached, we can say that 
the omega point is omnipotent, 
omniscient and omnipresent.* 


The omega point, a term borrowed 
by Tipler from Teilhard de Chardin, 
brings to mind the cardinal earth sign 
Capricorn, the symbol of achieve- 
ment, that is, etymologically speak- 
ing, coming to a head. It is the state, 
the vast organism into whose control 
personalities, tribal groups and small 
nations disappear.

In an open universe such as 
a3 that proposed by Prigogine 

and the Brussels group, mat- 
ter tends toward an infinite dilution. 
There is nothing to prevent us from 
imagining, in this case too, an opti- 
mistic destiny for consciousness. 
Vacuum being more unstable than 
matter, it is possible that one of its 


fluctuations may cross a certain criti- 
cal threshold and that a new universal 
cycle may begin. In the case of a 
closed universe, a rebound effect 
could take place which would also 
lead to a new cycle. In the latter case, 
physicist John Wheeler suggested that 
the laws and constants of physics 
would be changed during the re- 
bound. This hypothesis -- which can 
be extended to the "phase" 
preceding the instability of 
Prigogine's universe -- 
evokes the fixed air sign 
of Aquarius which corre- 
sponds to the spiritual 
impulses which are 
brought alive in the depths 
of society thus urging it to 
change. This "light" is to 
be seen in new ideas, new inventions, 
social reforms and improvements, 
and new ideals. 


ET US finish with a brief com- 

ment on the fourth sign of Canc- 
er or rather the IV" house. In addi- 
tion to the traditional ideas of home, 
family and origins, astrological works 
also associate it with the end of 
things. Dane Rudhyar explains that 
this end, contrary to that symbolized 
by the XII" is a total end, an end that 
does not imply any new beginning. It 
is the consequence of the defeat in the 
clash in the XII" with the ghosts and 
shadows of the closing cycle. 


Then the new cycle is not a re- 
birth, but a descent into the abyss 
of final and total disintegration. 
He has missed the crucial moment 
of transformation, and he de- 
scends progressively through the 
first, second, and third houses to 
reach bottom, the ultimate end, in 
the fourth house.* 


We can clearly see here a remark- 
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able parallel with those imaginary- 
universes simulated on computers 
which, if we modify to a lesser extent 
their laws or constants, remain 
horno-geneous even beyond the un- 
coupling of matter and light at the 
end of the phase associated with 
Gemini or the third house: the seeds 
of galaxies can not germinate and 
these universes, constantly expanding 
and cooling, sink indefi- 
nitely towards the eternal 
and absolute cold of the 
Immun Coeli, towards the 
"end of things" associated 
with the fourth house. 

Having carried out this 
successive (we also say 
diachronic) historical stu- 
dy, one could, of course, 
make full use of the great richness of 
the astrological frame to indulge in a 
simultaneous (synchronic) study, 
thereby bringing to light certain new 
ties between cosmological events. But 
the time has come to draw our con- 
clusions. 


T THE end of the day, one may 
ask what is the use of such an 
analogy? Beyond the pleasure of rec- 
ognizing a similar structuring in two 
domains as separate as astrology and 
scientific cosmology, we can say that 
this analogy clearly reinforces what 
recent works in the history of science 
have begun to reveal: the formation 
of scientific laws originates outside of 
science itself, which is the source 
from which astrology also stems. 
This analogy shows that the arche- 
type of the astrological cycle -- in the 
sense that Jung gave the word as a 
structure of the unconscious -- is ac- 
tivated in the description of Whole- 
ness even when carried out using the 
abstract concepts and mathematical 
equations of contemporary science. 
In a necessarily limited article such 
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as this, it is difficult to continually 
remind the reader of the radical het- 
erogeneity of the domains of science 
and astrology and one might object 
that the means of presentation used 
could lead to confusion due to the 
mixing of the spheres of reference. 
But in this world nothing comes free 
and this parallel between science and 
astrology strongly points towards the 
presence of this intermediary area 
between Spirit and Matter, the realm 
of the Soul which disappeared during 
the Middle Ages. This breach had to 
be made in order for science to be 
able to establish itself. But today the 
gap is too wide and is leading human- 
ity towards a dead-end: either materi- 
alism pure and simple or else flesh- 
less spiritualism. 

In reconciling itself with its ori- 
gins, science should head towards 
renouncing the notion of domination 
put forward by Descartes three centu- 
ries ago of “becoming master and 
possessor of Nature." Then, with sci- 
ence no longer seen as absolute 
knowledge, traditional knowledge 
and, in particular, astrology could 
crawl out from beneath its stone and, 
being thus recognized for its true 
worth, which is that of a science of 
the unconscious, would not need to 
search for scientific "varnish" and 
could renounce its tendency to ma- 
nipulate the soul, the inner nature of 
the individual. To paraphrase Prigo- 
gine in La Nouvelle Alliance, who 
sees science as becoming a “poetic 
heeding of nature" (with poetic used 
in the original sense of fabrication), 
we could therefore say that astrology 
is becoming a poetic heeding of the 
inner nature with "poetic" in the 
sense of fabrication or construction of 
the "Self" of individuals.

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Heliacal Rising: Good or Evil?

HE EARLIEST known 
T records of direct planetary 
observation in Mesopotamia 
involved Venus. Sometime between 
1646 and 1626 B.C., during the reign 
of Ammisaduga, detailed tablets were 
made of the appearance and disap- 
pearance of Venus. This was a cen- 
tury and a half after the rule of 
Hammurabi, who created one of the 
first and most celebrated legal codes 
in history. There was a great intellec- 
tualism in Babylonia during this peri- 
od. Emphasis was placed on law and 
order. Many of the kings who fol- 
lowed Hammurabi, including Ammi- 
saduqa, amended the civil codes to 
produce greater social order. Besides 
written laws, another system encour- 
aged regulation --- entrails prognosti- 
cation. Omens were an integral part 
of the religious and political process. 
Livers of sacrificed animals were 
inspected by priests for telltale signs. 
The liver correspondences were gen- 
erally not recorded. It was only the 
planet Venus that inspired inscrip- 
tion! The visible time Venus spent in 
the heavens was meticulously record- 
ed for use as omens. Was this for the 
obvious reason that only then could 
the inferior planet be accurately 
charted, or did the importance of vis- 
ibility arise from a distinction in the 
planet's terrestrial influence? 

To begin to answer the question, 
let us take a look at the meso- 
American and Babylonian tradition 
regarding the planet Venus. Dating 


back 2,500 years, the Olmec, Mayan, 
and Aztec civilizations observed a 
distinction between Venus as a morn- 
ing and evening star. Venus was an 
easy planet to study. They knew by 
simple observation the synodic cycle 
of 584 days. Their computations also 
revealed interesting relationships in 
the long-term orbits (return) of the 
planet. Five 584-day cycles (= 2,920 
days) almost exactly equals eight 
365 4-day years (= 2,922 days). 
This is the time it takes for Venus to 
return to the same location in the 
heavens in relation to the Sun. 

The Babylonians also charted the 
return of the planets, recording them 
on clay tablets. The text Appearances 
of the Planets, Behind You It will 
Return was composed in 577 B.C. 
The return of the planets is clearly 
given in it: 


Appearance of the god Sin 
(Moon), 27 days the time will re- 
turn. Appearance of the goddess 
Dilbat (Venus), she will return 8 
years behind you. (But) four days 
you must subtract, you observe. 
Salbatunu (Mercury) returns 6 
regular years behind you. Its time 
you will ascertain, the time of its 
appearance you will observe. 


Mercury was mentioned by the 
author, Labashi, as being a particu- 
larly difficult planet. By this he pre- 
sumably meant difficult to calculate 
due to its limited visibility. 
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The Heliacal Moment 


pe VISIBILITY of the planets 
and their return to a previous 
location against the background of 
Stars were important to early astrolo- 
gers. They watched and recorded the 
movements of bright celestial objects 
by using a convenient point of refer- 
ence. The eastern horizon was almost 
universally accepted as the reference 
point for sky mapping. Planets and 
stars first rose from beneath the hori- 
zon, reached maximum elevation at 
the Midheaven, then arced into their 
setting and final visibility in the west. 
The planet, star, or constellation last 
visible on the eastern horizon before 
sunrise was dubbed the heliacal ris- 


ing. 


The Goddess Astarte (then called Quadeshet). 
She holds two snakes and two lotuses; the 
cross of the lion is the sign of the planet 
Venus; the six globes are the six planets, 
she herself is the seventh (Venus). 
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Immense importance was given to 
this heliacal position. It was the omen 
spot. Egyptian and Babylonian calen- 
dars were based on the heliacal rising 
of bright stars and the Moon. In 
4,000 B.C., the rising of the Pleiades 
before sunrise signaled the beginning 
of the Babylonian Spring as the great 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers flooded. 

Stars and planets coming over the 
eastern horizon each night show up at 
the same spot. During the twilight 
period, fewer stars will be recognized 
as they come up, and at last, near 
sunrise, they will disappear. A star, 
seen briefly to rise and then be lost to 
sight, was in its Heliacal Rising. The 
same star or planet can be heliacal for 
only a few nights because the earth is 
moving against the "stationary" stars. 
This causes the heavens to appear to 
move slightly night after night, caus- 
ing different star groups to be helia- 
cal. The moving heliacal body pro- 
vided ancient observers with a clock 
to divide their nightly "watches." A 
measure of time was taken by the 
movement of constellations and star 
clusters (dekans) through the night. 
However useful this natural clock, it 
was the heliacal rising of a star or 
planet that became a precursor of 
things to come. 

The Mayans called Venus the wasp 
star because its bright rays during 
heliacal rising were thought to cause 
death, destruction, and menacing 
conditions. Venus was the god Ku- 
kulcan, often depicted spearing vic- 
tims. 


STROLOGER Bruce Scofield 

discovered a series of airplane 
crashes, the discrediting or resigna- 
tions of officials and celebrities that 
tended to take place during the Venus 
inferior conjunction up until the time 
of its heliacal rising. 


@ The Nixon administration's down- 
fall, beginning with Watergate, 
broke out at the inferior conjunc- 
tion. 

© The Iran-Contra Scandal likewise 
took place at inferior conjunction. 

© The destruction of Korean Air 
Lines 007 (a real life ode to James 
Bond) occurred only days after an 
inferior conjunction. 

@ The Venus-Sun inferior conjunc- 
tion of January 18, 1990 corre- 
sponded with photographic evi- 
dence showing Washington D.C. 
Mayor Berry using drugs. News 
stories also discredited oat bran as 
a folk remedy in preventing dis- 
ease. 

@ The August 22, 1991 conjunction 
corresponded with the failed Rus- 
sian coup which would have top- 
pled the democratic reform 
movement in the crumbling 
U.S.S.R. Gorbachev's stature 
was considerably reduced as a 
result of his poor judgment in ini- 
tially siding with the conspirators 
and in his weak response to the 
coup attempt. Boris Yeltsin came 
through the conjunction with en- 
hanced leadership creditability. 
The Communist Party suffered a 
humiliating and power-depleting 
blow as a result of this coup. 


HE AZTEC morning god 

Quetzalcoatl (Venus) is seen in 
various reliefs descending to Earth at 
heliacal rising to commit a sin by get- 
ting drunk and having intercourse 
with his sister, only to face the un- 
pleasant consequences afterwards. 
These revelations concerning Venus 
may come as a surprise to most as- 
trologers. Venus recalls a mind-set of 
love, but this does not distract from 
the fact that it acts differently in cer- 
tain orbital phases around the Sun.

The god Quetzalcoatl as Lord of the 
Winds, offering a sacrifice of pain. 


It is not hard to accept that Venus 
can bestow an unfavorable trait in the 
horoscope. Every planet has both a 
pleasant and an unpleasant face. The 
unfavorable traits usually mentioned 
for Venus range from being overly 
obliging to scandalous. Venus is 
prone to indecision and vacillation. 
The negative influence of Venus in 
her triadic relationship with the Sun 
and Mercury seems to reside most 
during inferior conjunction. This, 
you will recall, is when she is mov- 
ing retrograde geocentrically against 
the solar backdrop. Venus is invisible 
during inferior conjunction. This 
blocks or spoils her best qualities. 

Astrologer Llewellyn George was a 
faithful adherent of traditional views. 
He was a prolific writer, having col- 
lected and rewritten in his clear way 
a great deal of astrological lore. In 
his A to Z Horoscope Maker and De- 
lineator, George describes Venus: 


Venus is termed a feminine plan- 
et. She rules the sense of touch 
and to a great extent the disposi- 
tion. She inclines to all that per- 
tains to the higher attributes of the 
mind: music, poetry, painting, 
singing, drama, opera and all re- 
fined amusements and adornment. 
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Her influence is expressed as gen- 
erous, kind, good-humored and 
loving. She is considered benefic, 
warm, moist and fruitful. 


George was of the opinion that 
planets retrograde were unfavorably 
weakened. He wrote, 


The condition of retrogradation is 
contrary or inharmonious to the 
regular direction of actual move- 
ment in the Zodiac and is in that 
respect evil; hence, when malefic 
planets are retrograde their malef- 
icence is increased. 


A retrograde planet was interpreted 
as stifled. 


-».what it promises falling short in 
actual results. 


If aspects in the natal chart or transit- 

ing cycles to a natal planet involve a 

retrograde, loss was predicted. 
George said of this: 


Should both the planets be retro- 
grade the things indicated by the 
aspect will be deficient or disap- 
pointing, hence retrogradation is 
considered a debility. 


The normal venusian traits de- 
scribed earlier will, if the planet were 
retrograde, be thwarted. Deficiencies 
accompany the acquisition of Venu- 
sian articles. Disappointment follow 
in all Venusian pursuits. The unfa- 
vorable delineation of Venus retro- 
grade agrees with meso-American, 
Middle Eastern, and European tradi- 
tions. We can conclude, then, that the 
inferior conjunction of Venus is ma- 
ligned. The same can be said for 
Mercury and the rest of the planets. 
Be reminded that we are focusing on 
the two inferior planets and their 
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track around the Sun. These define a 
series of phases or aspects. Although 
the planets may operate in a stunted 
fashion when retrograde, it is the 
nature of the inferior planet phases 
that interests us here. 


LEWELLYN GEORGE recited 
the old associations when refer- 
ring to Mercury: 


Neutral, dualistic, cold, moist, 
sexless and convertible. It ex- 
presses itself according to posi- 
tion, aspect and location in the 
Zodiac: good when in favorable 
aspect to other planets, and malef- 
ic when adversely aspected. When 
within 8'4° of the Sun the aspect 
is adverse, being combust or burnt 
up, and loses a great deal of its 
ability. The influence is best when 
leaving the Sun. 


Here George points out the unfor- 
tunate position of Mercury when 
combust the Sun. That can be taken 
to mean during both inferior and su- 
perior conjunctions when the planet is 
within 8° of the Sun. The inferior 
conjunction is, of course, when Mer- 
cury is retrograde; the superior con- 
junction is when Mercury is behind 
the Sun or under the Sun Beams. 

Note that the best location for 
Mercury mentioned in the above pas- 
sage is "best when leaving the Sun." 
Mercury leaves the Sun after inferior 
conjunction, and turns direct about 
the time of its heliacal rising! 

Since morning star is the best place 
for Mercury, it is doubtful that the 
heliacal is a bad omen. Bruce Sco- 
field's work supports the idea that the 
inferior conjunction phase, and not 
the heliacal, is demeaning and dis- 
crediting, that it indicates a reversal 
(retrograde) in fortune. o

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Transits, Eclipses, and 
the Birthtime of Queen Elizabeth Il 


by JACK NICHOLLS 


RANSITS need no introduction for the rectification of the birthtime. It 
T was pointed out in a recent article’ that those of the outer planets are 
the most significant with stationary transits being of particular impor- 
tance. In that article Ross Harvey suggested that transits, especially stations, for 
twice and three times the age, etc., at which an event takes place (sequential 
transits) are as relevant as the transits for the actual event age. This idea applies 
to prenatal transits as well as the common post-natal ones. 

Eclipses have been shown to have a place in rectification and it occurred to 
the writer that those associated with sequential dates might also yield significant 
aspects to the sensitive points of the birth chart. Both forward and converse 
dates are considered. 

The official time given for the birth of Queen Elizabeth II is 01:40 hours 
GMT. Although the birth was by caesarean section, and in 1926 such pro- 
cedures were both difficult and rare, there is no reason to doubt the reliability 
of the birth time. In 1964 Nelson Page published a rectified time of 01:12:41 
hours? for the Queen which evoked a storm of controversy. 

The following is an account of the application of stations and eclipses asso- 
ciated with both primary and sequential dates to the chart of Queen Elizabeth. 
Results for the above two birthtimes are compared. 

Table 1 lists ten events in the Queen's life.

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Tables 3A, 3B & 3C list the nearest stationary transit to these dates with the 
longitude and days separating the station from the primary or sequential date, 
limiting the time interval to +/- 1 month. The dates for the stations were ob- 
tained from the excellent ables of Planetary Phenomena’. Unfortunately these 
lack longitudes which had to be obtained from the ephemeris or by computer. 
An examination of these data is convincing evidence of the efficacy of the se- 
quential transits with their number and symbolism by no means diminished by 
comparison with the F1, C1 primaries. In the same vein, there is little to 
choose between the forward and converse transits. Note that the sequential tran- 
sits provide information which would be lacking in their absence.

Aspects between the stations listed in Table 3 and the sensitive points (ASC, 
MC, VX, EP, PF, SO, LU, and the Vth and VIIIth Placidian cusps) in the 
Queen's chart were obtained for both the official time and the Page rectifica- 
tion. These are shown in Tables 4A and 4B. A nominal orb of 1° was ob- 
served. 

A comparison of the results for the two times indicates unequivocally that 
the official time is preferred. If the criterion is the overall total number of as- 
pects the advantage is 37 to 22. If the aspects from the sequential stations are 
ignored then the comparison is 10 to 5 overall, and 5 to 1 if only aspects to 
ASC, MC and VX are included. 

The orb of 1° is without doubt conservative, but it has been chosen to pro- 
vide characteristic results without the need for overly voluminous tables. A 
wider orb of ca. 3° would admit further meaningful aspects but would not add 
to the present purpose.

The appearance of the subject for the rectification test: 


He is 6' 4" tall, slender and formerly of athletic build; blond hair (once!), 
blue eyes; in his younger days, good looking; strong jaw. Sympathetic charac- 
ter; rather fussy -- "a bit of an old woman", if one can say such things these 
days. Worked for the same company all his life, successful, but said later that 
he hated it. These days complains a lot, but is in poor health. 
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The eclipse data for the matrix of dates associated with the ten events are 
listed in Tables 5A, 5B & 5C. These were obtained from the Michelsen tables?. 
There have been a number of opinions put forward regarding the duration of 
their effect and whether Solar or Lunar eclipses are the more important. In the 
present case each is regarded as being equally influential. A variation on the 
criterion of Schwickert* has been adopted for the admittance of a given eclipse, 
viz., up to 80 days prior, but no more than 32 days after a particular event. It 
will be seen from Table 3 that there is no essential difference in the number of 
admitted eclipses associated with the primary dates, or those for the x2 or x3 
groups respectively, However, there are about 50% more Solar than Lunar 
eclipses in the table.

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Aspects between the eclipse longitudes from Table 5 and the sensitive points 
in the Queen's chart were obtained for both the official time and the Page rec- 
tification, and are shown in Tables 6A and 6B. An orb of <1° was observed. 
As for the stations, the results show that the official time has 21 contacts com- 
pared with 12 for the Page rectification. The difference in longitude between 
the eclipse and the sensitive points is, on the average, 18' for the former, and 
35' for the latter.

It is reasonable to conclude from these results that the official time of 01:40 
hours is close to the true birth-time. Such a conclusion would be supported by 
results based on events in the Queen's life using an entirely different rectifica- 
tion technique®. The estimate of the birthtime obtained by that procedure was 
01:45 hours GMT. Further confirmation of the official time is provided in an 
article® which proposed a rectified time of 01:41:55 hours GMT for Queen 
Elizabeth using Age Harmonics, and Secondary Progressions and regressions of 
the chart angles.

Progressed Lunations 
A Key to Destiny

HE USE of secondary progressed New, Full and Quarter Moons for 


zine. The approach was expanded upon in Volume VII #1. 


Briefly, the method is as follows: 


(1) Identify secondary lunation dates and positions, using the normal 


day-for-a-year approach. 


(2) Find aspects between the lunation and natal planets. 
(3) Natal planets impacted by the lunation will dictate the ‘tone’ of the next 


seven-plus years. 


(4) When no aspects occur between the lunation and natal bodies, identify any 
aspects by the other progressed bodies to natal planets at the time of the 


lunation. 


HE THEORY and application of 

Progressed Lunations were in- 
troduced in two previous articles. Its 
use as an effective tool for long-term 
forecasting has been demonstrated in 
many cases cited in the two previous 
articles. In the present article, the 
concept of long-term planetary cycles 
and a qualitative approach to analyz- 
ing a person's life trend is intro- 
duced. 
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The radices of Adolf Hitler and 
Boris Yeltsin, which were discussed 
in the previous articles, both demon- 
strate the efficacy of the Progressed 
Lunation in shaping the destiny a per- 
son. They are further examined here. 


Adolf Hitler 


Born 20th April, 1889, at 6:30 p.m. 
LMT, at 48N15 13E03. 


Progressed Quarter Moon on 21st 
May 1889 (effective June 1920- 
April 1928) 

Quarter Moon: 0°58' Gemini, 
conjunct natal Neptune (orb 7').

New Moon: 8°28' Gemini, quin- 
cunx natal Jupiter (orb 13'). 

Progressed Quarter Moon on 6th 
June 1889 (effective June 1936- 
February 1943) 


Quarter Moon: 16°13' Gemini, 
semisextile natal Mars (orb 8'); 
semisextile natal Venus (orb 27'); 
15° natal Neptune (orb 23'). 
Progressed Full Moon on 13th June 
1889 (effective March 1943-Janu- 
ary 1950) 
The Full Moon at 22°41' Sagittar- 
ius forms no major aspects. Pro- 
gressed Saturn is square natal 
Mars (orb 2'). 


What will occur in the period of 
life that is associated with a Lunation 
Cycle depends on the nature of the 
natal planet or planets that are im- 
pacted by the progressed New, Full 
or Quarter Moon. The smaller the 
orb the greater the influence that the 
natal planet will have. Each cycle last 
from six to nine years. Thus, Adolf 
Hitler, from 1920 to 1928, was ina 
Neptune cycle; between 1928 and 
1936, his life had entered a Jupiter 
cycle; and from 1936 to 1943, he had 
fallen into a Mars cycle. After 1943, 
his life was in a Saturn-Mars cycle. 

Figure 1 is a qualitative depiction 
of Hitler's life trend. The years are 
plotted along the horizontal axis. 
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The benefics, Jupiter and Venus, 
are treated as being positive influenc- 
es. They are plotted above the hori- 
zontal axis. The malefics, which in- 
clude Mars, Saturn, Neptune and Plu- 
to, are treated as being negative, and 
their periods are plotted below the 
horizontal axis. Mercury and Uranus 
are treated as neutral. 

The ups and downs of Hitler's life 
trend, as shown in Figure 1, correlate 
remarkably well with major events in 
his life. 

At the beginning of the Neptune 
cycle, in 1920, he was discharged 
from the Army following World War 
I and became a vagabond. In 1924 he 
was in jail for inciting a riot. 

Luck struck when his life entered 
the Jupiter cycle, which prompted his 
meteoric rise in 1933 to Fuhrer of the 
German Reich. 

His fortunes began to erode after 
he attacked neighboring countries and 
initiated World War IJ under the 
Mars cycle, after 1936. 

He faced inevitable defeat in the 
war and committed suicide after his 
life span had entered the Saturn-Mars 
cycle. 
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Boris Yeltsin

1931, at 56N51 60E36.

Figure 2 illustrates a qualitative 
evaluation of Yeltsin's life trend. A 
Mars-Neptune cycle is followed by a 
Jupiter-Uranus cycle, and then by a 
Pluto cycle. At the end of August 
1991, Yeltsin successfully crushed a 
coup d'etat and he has ruled over the 
Russian Republic ever since. 

These two cases clearly demon- 
strate that Progressed Lunations pro- 
vide the key to unraveling a person's 
destiny. A person's fate is predeter- 


mined; the Progressed Lunations set 
limits on just what an ordinary man 
can expect to accomplish during his 
life. No-one can be expected to 
prosper when his life trend is in a 
Neptune or Saturn cycle. There are 
numerous examples of people accu- 
mulating fortunes, wealth and pres- 
tige, during a Jupiter cycle. Without 
the influence of Jupiter neither Hitler 
nor Yeltsin could have become leader 
of their nations. 

Ross Perot (born 27th June 1930) 
is another example. He became a bil- 
lionaire after his life entered a Jupit- 
er-Uranus cycle in 1987. 

The birth chart shows mostly a 
person's temperament and, to a lesser 
extent, his static relationship with the 
outer world. The good and evil, as 
indicated in the birth chart, can only 
be fulfilled during a person's life time 
when triggered by Progressed Luna- 
tions. 

Progressed Lunations are an effec- 
tive and reliable forecasting tech- 
nique. Most other predictive meth- 
ods, such as primaries, progressions, 
solar and lunar returns, transits, etc., 
offer at best only a year-to-year pre- 
diction. They are insignificant when 
dealing with a person's destiny. By 
contrast, Progressed Lunations enable 
the astrologer to look clearly into an 
individual's future.

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Pluto in Synastry

HE INTERPRETATION of 
ak Pluto in synastry first re- 
quires consideration of its ba- 
sic qualities. Consider the following 
interpretative possibilities. The Pluto 
function is the storing up in deepest 
memory, in the cellular nature of 
one's being, those actions of another, 
selfish in nature, that directly or indi- 
rectly cause pain to oneself. Pluto 
functions to teach the need to recog- 
nize and acknowledge that one's val- 
ue system can and will eventually be 
applied to oneself. The dispensing of 
concern for the well-being of others 
and the cavalier abuse/misuse of them 
-- causing pain and preventing their 
growth will have karmic repercus- 
sions as times change and the balance 
of power alters. Thus the Pluto part 
of any relationship will be absorbing 
and storing quietly and unobtrusively 
all slights, indignities, dishonesties, 
injustices, and mostly lack of com- 
passion or acknowledgement of the 
unity of interests that ultimately in- 
here in any relationship. What comes 
to mind is the old expression: giving 
one enough rope to hang oneself by. 
While Pluto represents the personal 
knowledge of one's deep need for 
relationship (one's addiction or de- 
pendency upon the fruits of the ex- 
perience of relating), at the same time 
it represents a basic fear of confronta- 
tion with the issues of fairness in re- 
lationship, lest the more powerful 
partner terminate the relationship. 
Pluto represents the sense of the ab- 
solute need for secrecy and hidden 
agendas, because the possibility for 


regeneration and growth that the rela- 
tionship offers entails the necessity of 
releasing energy that is stored in 
Structures within the psyche of oth- 
ers. The other may be consciously 
deeply invested in, comfortable with, 
and unwilling to change because 
those psychic structures form his/her 
sense of identity. In other words, Plu- 
to functions in secret because one 
partner unconsciously recognizes the 
other's need to grow beyond the com- 
fortable limitation of their present 
sense of identity. This again is not 
realized consciously, as the other's 
growth may threaten the security of 
the relationship. Consciously, one 
individual feels content with their 
success, insulation, and isolation 
against the darker side of life and the 
deeper needs of others. 

Pluto then functions to eliminate, 
threaten, or purge separating com- 
forts that allow one to avoid hearing 
the cries of agony of others. In the 
book Lilith by George Sterling, the 
ending portrays a scene where a lover 
stuffs rose petals in his lover's ears 
so as to not hear the cries of suffering 
nearby. Pluto must function to ad- 
dress this deafness: to awaken indi- 
viduals out of their complacent self- 
sufficiency in the realm of sufficient 
material well-being. It awakens them 
to the true gold of their possession of 
psychic power sufficient to attract 
and retain the loyal support of the 
emotional currency of their partner's 
love. Christ said: "Let not your right 
hand know what your left hand is 
doing." 
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Pluto functions this way. The need 
to merge one's energies with another 
and to avail oneself of the energy of 
their psychic structures can only be 
accomplished through the release of 
energy that is contained within a psy- 
chic structure that must be destroyed 
at some level. Much is said about 
Pluto's regenerative function, but lit- 
tle is remembered that regeneration 
must be preceded by a form of death 
which releases energy from outmoded 
structures. It is said: "Everyone 
wants to go to Heaven, but no one 
wants to die." This perfectly exempli- 
fies the Pluto issue. 

Pluto functions by ensuring that 
justice is done in relationship by the 
deepest analysis of the value system 
of the partner. The deep analysis of 
the psychic structure involves 
the penetration into secret areas. 
It involves the psychic knowl- 
edge of the other's actions at a 
distance, so that nothing is secret 
to Pluto. This knowledge of 
the other's deep inner nature, his or 
her belief and value system, gives the 
Pluto partner an understanding of the 
other, that the other alone could nev- 
er know. The deep wound of the oth- 
er (essentially caused by the isolation 
in the feeling realm from others: 
primal selfishness that enables one to 
stuff one's ears with rose petals) thus 
becomes known to the Pluto partner. 

The unhappiness and deep need 
that the other ultimately communi- 
cates in one fashion or another to the 
Pluto partner stems from the very 
success of the ego's function of sepa- 
ration. This ego function of separa- 
tion which allows one to tune out 
unwanted psychic intrusion and in- 
fluence, also allows one to develop 
individual gifts useful to mankind (its 
positive use). However, the ego func- 
tion of separation, which underpins 
and allows individuality, often takes 


aa 
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wrong turns. When the process of 
individual identity (originally under- 
taken to develop gifts, through priva- 
cy, for mankind's benefit) becomes 
justification in and of itself for selfish 
actions that undermine humanity's 
best interests. Pluto must intervene. 
Greed, corruption, venality, etc. oc- 
cur; then Pluto functions to destroy 
the structure of individual ego gone 
awry, releasing the soul energy from 
the corrupt structure. 

Remember that this ego structure, 
although imbalanced and straying 
from the eternal principles of life, is 
still heavily defended. It is identified 
with as the root of one's being. Con- 
sider Manuel Noriega or Saddem 
Hussein recently. The amount of libi- 
do invested in their ego structures 
was obviously considerable. 
Nevertheless, their egos were not 
providing them with the true gold 
of the joy of a life possessing the 
h power to be true to the God with- 

in, and enjoying the fruits of con- 
scious existence in life. The need for 
the death of the corrupt ego struc- 
tures is therein illustrated. The resist- 
ance to necessary change that would 
threaten the root power that sustains 
one in the world stems basically from 
the security associated with identity 
structures. As those identity struc- 
tures are found to be far from healthi- 
ly related to life, the pressure to 
change militates against the security 
of the known/controllable matrix of 
emotional forces which we identify as 
our possession of emotional gold. 
Take, for instance, a typical Mother- 
Teenage Daughter relationship: the 
identity structure is associated with 
the control of a person (the 
daughter), whose actions, beliefs, and 
values must be consonant with the 
mother's own sense of identity as de- 
rived from the role of Mother. The 
Mother role here consists of influenc- 


ing, controlling, and molding the 
daughter's identity in conformity to 
the ideal of self expression concep- 
tualized and incarnated as my daugh- 
ter. 


ig is correlated with the greatest 

source of desire, and is addi- 
tionally associated with the greatest 
hurt recalled by the soul. The root 
word "desire" is composed of two 
parts: "de" and "sire." The word 
"sire" has always been associated 
with the recognition of authority and 
the urge to serve another. This serv- 
ice provides a form of attachment to 
the other, bonding by the recognition 
of inequality between them, based 
upon the possession of superior re- 
sources in one and lack in the other. 
This lack was associated with a great 
trauma, exclusion or limitation result- 
ing in alienation and psychic distress: 
hurt by love and by dependency and 
vulnerability associated with the car- 
ing for another. 

As a force of evolution, Pluto is 
the desire to transform one's own 
acknowledged internal limitations 
through an intensely transforming 
relationship. The severely limited pat- 
terns of the soul have in the past 
caused great pain. This pain is asso- 
ciated with a lack of control, of being 
unable to prevent the death or loss of 
a beloved object. The experience of 
grief and psychic pain as one's love 
object is ripped away, scars the soul 
with a recognition of a fundamental 
weakness within oneself that sets up a 
pattern of desire. The soul seeks 
another possessing these qualities in 
the greatest degree possible. Whoever 
possesses a high degree of mastery 
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and control over those traits will be 
seen as an object of great desire. One 
will feel a need to secure a relation- 
ship so as to bring within oneself the 
gradual evolution and transformation 
of one's own vulnerability and spirit- 
ual poverty. 

Thus comes a renewal, renaissance 
and regeneration, transforming one- 
self into the nature of that around 
which one has molded oneself, or 
into which one has poured oneself. 
What should be clear is the essential 
transforming power of attaching one- 
self to that which is of greater de- 
pendability, consistency, or value. 
Value and consistency here being 
seen as the nature of durability of 
form. Pluto's object of desire, then, 
is that which possesses a durable, 
consistent form, more proven than 
one's own. One then decides to be 
informed by the worth and value of 
another by pouring oneself into the 
other as a container. The result 
becomes a capacity for resistance to 
emotional drain as one is in the serv- 
ice of power. 

When that weakness sensed as 
causing annihilation of form (Scor- 
pio) becomes attached to a source of 
consistency, resistance to annihilation 
and security (Taurus), then the result- 
ing dependency has a sense of bon- 
dage to it. The object of desire consti- 
tutes a source of security: a reposses- 
sion of that which was destroyed or 
lost. There is often an obsession for 
forestalling the possibility of deep 
soul wounds, which may have been 
unavoidable in the past. Great pain or 
trauma is always associated with 
means of avoiding similar occurrenc- 
es.

Time & Money, 
The Astrology of Wealth 
by Barbara Koval

O MANY astrologers the vagu- 

ries of the stock market and the 
various economic cycles are a mys- 
tery. Like most non-economists, we 
don't really understand much about 
them. Yet we possess the basic 
knowledge necessary to “anticipate 
the changing times and turn them into 
financial advantage." We just need 
direction on how best to profit from 
what we know. 

Time & Money provides this. It 
clearly illuminates the otherwise ar- 
cane field of economics in simple as- 
trological terms. We learn what mon- 
ey is and what it is not, and then 
we're shown how to use our knowl- 
edge of the planetary positions and 
aspects "to preserve, protect and ex- 
pand wealth." It's all here, just what 
you've been waiting for. 

Those key economic cycles with 
the fancy names, the Kitchen and 
Juglar cycles, the Kondratieff Wave, 
they're simply parts of the basic Ju- 
piter-Saturn cycle. Combine your 
knowledge of the Mutation Cycle 
with the Solar Field (where the Sun is 
relative to the Moon's Nodes) and 
discover how to predict the peaks, 
valleys and in-between gyrations of 
the Dow, the level of interest rates, 
of unemployment, inflation, reces- 
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sion, bank and S & L failures, the 
national debt, of the whole multitude 
of econometric jingo-jargon that fill 
the business sections of our daily 
newspapers. 

I have a clear bias here. Barbara 
Koval is one of the better astrologers 
practicing nowadays, her writings in 
Considerations always receive strong 
positive reaction, she knows the mar- 
kets and has a thorough understand- 
ing of economics. My only questions 
were how much was she going to 
divulge, and could she explain it in 
her usual easy-to-understand manner? 
Both are answered affirmatively. We 
are given a more complete explana- 
tion of how to foresee the future in 
economic or stock market terms than 
I have seen elsewhere. Everything is 
clearly explained. There are ample 
examples. 

Time & Money is excellent. If you 
want to understand money, what it 
does, where it's heading and how to 
make it work for you then this is 
your book. (It's cost is surely tax 
deductible in the eyes of the IRS.) It 
provides a clear understanding of fi- 
nancial and economic analysis as well 
as mundane astrology. Your clients, 
assuming you bother to accept any 
after you've read, digested and acted 
on all this profitable knowledge, will 
be grateful for the financial insights 
you'll be able to provide. Remember 
to agree on 10% of their action!

The Karmic Journey 
The Birthchart, Karma

N MY present incarnation I have 

assiduously avoided anything to do 
with karmic astrology for the reasons 
Annibale Verzumo expressed in the 
last issue. Recent books on the sub- 
ject (Jeff Green's is an obvious ex- 
ample) confirmed the sense of this. 
Imagine then my confusion when, 
casually skimming through this book, 
I found myself not only receptive but 
often agreeing with the author's ap- 
proach. 

I am very impressed by the writ- 
ing, and how the author explores the 
links between astrology, psychology 
and karma, so much so that I have 
asked her to write a series of articles 
for Considerations. 

Judy Hall's book thoroughly un- 
dermines my long-held bias. Her ap- 
proach is modern, there's none of 
Bessie Leo's wishy-washy tales of 
doom, gloom and spiritualistic hor- 
ror. None of the charts analyzed is of 
a past-life Napoleon, geisha, or Im- 
perial slave. The XII" house and the 
Lunar Nodes are, of course, empha- 
sized, but the interpretations of these 
old reincarnation saws and, indeed, 
of all sign and house placements and 
aspectual relationships fit easily in 
with my own observation and under- 
standing. Long ago I realized that the 
Germanic interpretation of the Nodes 
as concerning partnerships only left 
much unsaid. 

Karma and reincarnation, like as- 
trology, are accepted as true in many 
parts of the world. They seem to 
have been accepted as fact by the 
founding fathers of our art-science. It 
does help make sense of our lives. 
My only question is whether there 
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should be the need to do so? Should 
life make any sense? But this question 
seems contrary to much that what we 
observe in astrology. 

The Karmic Journey is fascinating 
and refreshing. If this approach to 
astrology is your thing, the book is a 
must buy.

HE Astrological Thesaurus by 

Michael Munkasey is one of 
those rare and monumental works, 
which could and should become one 
of the fundamental works of the stan- 
dardized astrological curriculum 
championed by John Willner in Vol. 
VIII No. 1 of Considerations. 

Thorough is too small a word to 
describe the keywords as they apply 
to Houses and Quadrants of a chart. 
Too often limited listings of key- 
words in the usual textbook on as- 
trology turn the mind into a memory 
machine rather than a creative foun- 
tain of interpretation. In this book, 
the sheer numbers make memoriza- 
tion and cook book analysis impossi- 
ble. The serious student or profes- 
sional can browse through the pages 
and frown or brighten to a new 
thought or a twist on an old one. 
Anyone can turn to the alphabetic 
listings in the back or in the House 
listings in the major part of the book 
to squeeze out of an interpretive di- 
lemma. 

The Astrological Thesaurus is a 
must have reference for anyone seri- 
ous about astrology. The Astrological 
Thesaurus does not deaden thought 
but nudges it to life.

The Eagle & the Lark 
by Bernadette Brady 
Weisers, 1992. 

320 pages, paper, $19.95. 


H, DEAR! What does one say 

about an obviously intelligent, 
readable book subtitled A Textbook of 
Predictive Astrology that ciearly ex- 
plains how to use transits, progressed 
planets, and solar, lunar and plane- 
tary returns; but never once mentions 
progressed or directed angles? 

There are other odd ideas too. A 
transiting body at the IC is not to be 
interpreted as opposing the Midheav- 
en! Nodes receive transits but are 
incapable of making them! A transit 
is not experienced until within 12' of 
exactness! Do others agree with these 
statements? Maybe things happen dif- 
ferently in the author's land of Oz. 

What the book covers is generally 
well done, thorough, and clearly ex- 
pressed. It is only now and then idio- 
syncratic. Were the misleading subti- 
tle absent... 

The author's method of grading 
transits by the planets concerned, the 
type of aspect, the house being tran- 
sited, and the natal houses occupied 
and ruled by the planets involved is 
well presented. 

There are excellent chapters on the 
secondary progressed planets (the 
description of the phases, signs and 
houses of the progressed Moon is 
comprehensive), and all manner of 
returns. Returns of bodies other than 
the Sun and Moon have not received 
the attention they merit in recent 
times, here they are treated well, the 
tules concisely stated. Planetary arcs 
receive a brief, sufficient mention. 

There are plenty of good examples. 
All steps are set out in simple, easily 
understood terms. The author empha- 
sizes the keep-it-simple principle in 
interpretation and she follows this in 
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the clarity of her writing. At first 
glance, it is all very well done. 

A chapter on eclipses describes 
how each is a member of one of 38 
series (19 north nodal and 19 south), 
the Saros cycle. This is not as new as 
the publisher's blurb suggests. More 
complete tables can be found in 
Nicholas de Vere's Encyclopedia of 
Astrology. Nonetheless, this chapter 
and the associated appendices will be 
new to many. 

What the author brings fresh on 
eclipses is a generalized interpretation 
of the essence of each of the 38 dif- 
ferent eclipse series. This concept 
may be important. 

This book is often stimulating. It is 
well-written and worth studying for 
many of its clear explanations and 
insights. Reviewers in other journals 
have recommended it whole- 
heartedly as a good, sound beginners' 
text on predictive methods. I certain- 
ly can't go along with that verdict. 
There are too many odd statements 
contrary to my own experience. And 
there is what I consider to be a major 
flaw. No book that calls itself a text 
on prediction should ignore progress- 
ing and directing the angles, one of 
the more important predictive tech- 
niques in astrology. 

A couple of irritating errors: Chart 
21 wrongly duplicates Chart 22; the 
printed January 1412 ephemeris 
shows progressed Mars conjunct the 
South Node should be timed to a dif- 
ferent year from that discussed at 
length on Page 10S. 

The lark in the title refers to the 
astrologer's ability to sing, to intui- 
tively interpret the future, based on 
the view provided by the high-soaring 
but mute eagle, the techniques ap- 
plied. A neat analogy. Sadly, Brady's 
eagle suffers from vertigo.
